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The Health of the USAF

HE health of the Air Force is the best 

that has ever been recorded. The ve- 
nereal disease rate as an outstanding ex- 
ample is less than one half of what it was 
in 1946. And yet this health record is being 
set in spite of an 
extreme shortage 
of medical offi- 
cers. This para- 
dox can largely 
be explained by 
the philosophy 
behind the med- 
ical program de- 
veloped dur- 
ing the war by 
theAir Force 
medical service. 
The driving mo- 
tivation of this 
medical program 
is prevention. 

In the pursuit 
of a preventive 
program, the respiratory diseases have 
been kept at better than expected levels. 
General measures such as the provision of 
a wholesome environment and the main- 
tenance of optimal physical condition 
have been large factors. At Fort Francis 
BE. Warren, Wyoming, investigation of the 
basic factors of respiratory disease is 
being conducted in cooperation with the 
Army. 

A major health problem of armies 
throughout history has been the unsea- 
soned troops. In the Air Foree the ready 
susceptibility of the young men of the Air 
Training Command to contagious diseases 
has led us to resort to any measures that 
might help. Thus, though the value of in- 
fluenza immunization is still being 
studied, the liability of young, unseasoned 
troops to respiratory infections has influ- 
enced us to immunize them against in- 
fluenza. P 

Diseases of the gastrointestinal tract 
are prevented by rigid mess management. 
Immediate investigation of outbreaks of 
food poisoning aborts serious effects. New 
drugs and serums aid in the treatment 
of severe cases of intestinal infections. 

Insect borne diseases are kept within 
bounds by local measures which are based 
on the particular insects and diseases 
found in the vicinity. There is a special 
Air Force Squadron maintained at Lang- 
ley Field, Virginia, which can be dis- 
patched to any corner of the United States 
for the purpose of disseminating insecti- 
cide by air for the large-scale control of 
insects and the diseases they transmit.

at keeping the largest number of men at 
the peak of flying efficiency, emphasizes 
Prevention and early detection of disease 
or any other indisposition that might im-> 
ad efficiency.

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Service Pay Increase Bill Introduced in House; 
Hook Commission to Explain Provisions 21 Feb. 


Representative Carl Vinson, chairman 
of the House Committee on Armed Serv- 
ices, decided this week to proceed with 
consideration of the Service Pay bill in 
spite of the fact that is has not yet been 
cleared by the Bureau of the Budget. 

Chairman Vinson assigned the bill to 
a subcommittee headed by Representa- 
tive Paul J. Kilday (D-Tex). Mr. Kilday 
on 9 Feb. introduced the tentative draft 
which has been informally sent to the 
Committee by the National Military Es- 
tablishment at the same time it was sent 
to the Bureau of the Budget. 

The bill, full text of which is printed he- 
ginning on page 702 of this issue of the 
ArMyY AND NAvy JOURNAL, has been as- 
signed the number HR 2553 and the title: 
“A bill to provide pay, allowances, retire- 
ment, and survivor benefits for members 
of the Army, Navy, Air Force, Marine 
Corps, Coast Guard, Coast and Geodetic 
Survey, Public Health Service, the Re- 
serve components thereof, the National 
Guard and the Air National Guard and for 
other purposes.”

Army Selection Boards 


Army officials revealed today the 
identity of members of selection boards 
to choose Army promotion list, Medical 
Department and Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral’s Corps officers for permanent pro- 
motion to the grade of colonel.

Promotion for Marine Colonels 

The selection of Marine colonels Wil- 
liam J. Whaling, William §._ Fellers, 
James H. Strother, Edwin Allen Pollock 
and Randolph M. Pate, for promotion to 
the rank of brigadier general was ap- 
proved this week by President Truman. 

All were selected for line service with 
the exception of Colonel Strother, who 
was selected for supply duty. The selee- 
tions were made by a board headed by 
Major General LeRoy P. Hunt, Com- 
manding General, Department of the 
Pacific, San Francisco. 

Promotions, the Marine Corps an- 
nounced, will be made individually dur- 
ing the current calendar year as vacan- 
cies occur. 

Colonel Whaling, a veteran Marine who 
saw service in both world wars, was in 
the first and last Pacific battles of World 
War II. He was awarded the Navy Cross 
for extraordinary heroism while com- 
manding a Marine infantry regiment at 
Okinawa, and the Legion of Merit and 
Gold Star in two awards for service dur- 
ing action at Guadalcanal and Cape 
Gloucester. Born 26 Feb. 1894, in St. 
Cloud, Minn., he enlisted in May, 1917, 
and was commissioned a second lieuten- 
ant the following year. 

Colonel Fellers, Chief of Staff of the 
Troop Training Unit, Amphibious Train- 
ing Command, Pacific Fleet, was born in 
Cincinnati, Ohio, 16 Dec. 1895. He served 
as an enlisted man in the Marine Corps 
for a year before receiving his second 
lieutenant’s commission on 16 Dec. 1918. 
He was awarded the Legion of Merit dur- 
ing World War II as Assistant Chief of 
Staff of the First Marine Division operat- 
ing in the Solomon Islands Area from 15 
Nov. 1942 to 11 Oct. 1943. 

Colonel Strothers was born in Dade- 
ville, Ala., on 11 Sept. 1896. He gradu- 
ated from the U. S. Naval Academy in 
June, 1920, and was appointed a second

Selections to Captain 


An Air Force selection board will be 
convened within 90 days to consider from 
1500 to 3500 officers for permanent promo- 
tion to the grade of captain, including 50 
who have sustained already one of the 
two “pass overs” which mean separation 
from service. 

Simultaneously, it was revealed that 
another board will meet, probably in July, 
to consider officers for permanent promo- 
tion to the grade of colonel. The eligibil- 
ity criteria and the number of permanent 
lieutenant colonels to receive advance- 
ment were not disclosed. 

The variance in the number of perma- 
nent first lieutenants who will receive 
promotions depends on the date selected 
for eligibility cut-off. If 1 Jan. 1950 is the 
date selected by which officers must com- 
plete seven years’ service, approximately 
1500 officers will be eligible for advance- 
ment. 

But if 1 Jan. 1951 is chosen as the cut- 
off date, this number will be increased to 
3500, with varying numbers of eligibles 
for any intervening dates. 

Announcement of the forthcoming 
boards for permanent promotions fol- 
lowed earlier reports of boards to con- 
sider officers for temporary advancement 
to grades of lieutenant colonel, major and 
captain. Here is the complete picture of 
prospective Air Force promotions:

The Air Force emphasized that the 
board to select officers for permanent pro- 
motion to the grade of captain will be 
convened under provisions of Section 509 
of the Officer Personnel Act of 1947, Offi- 
cers whose records are reviewed but who 
are not advanced will be considered 
“passed over.” Two “pass overs” result 
in separation from the service. 

On 2 Jan., the Air Force promoted 1326 
officers to permanent rank of captain, 88 
to major and 66 to lieutenant colonel. 
This group included all permanent majors 
and captains eligible for promotion prior 
to 1 Jan. 1950 and all permanent first lieu- 
tenants eligible prior to 1 July 1949. 

A total of 63 officers were not promoted, 
and of this number 50 first lieutenants 
failed of advancement to the permanent 
rank of captain. Thus, if any of these 50 
officers are passed over by the forthcom- 
ing board, they will be separated. 

The pertinent section of the Officer Per- 
sonnel Act relating to officers previously 
deferred—passed over—is as follows: 

“Deferred officers in any grade shall be 
considered a second time by the next selec- 
tion board designated for consideration of 
officers of his grade and promotion list and 
if recommended by such board his name shall 
be entered on the applicable recommended 
list with the other officers recommended by 
such board and with the same precedence 
among themselves as exists on the applicable 
promotion list but below the names of officers 
placed on such recommended list by any

(Continued from First Page) 
hearings will be turned over to Mr, Kil- 

day’s subcommittee for completion. 

Senator Tydings (D-Md.) chairman of 
the Senate Committee, plans to wait un- 
til the House hearings are completed be- 
fore taking up the pay bill. In the mean- 
time he states that he will appoint a civil- 
ian actuarial group to analyze the bill for 
his committee. 

The new Pay Bill follows closely the 
recommendations of the Hook Commis- 
sion. The only material variations are the 
changes initiated by Defense Secretary 
Forrestal, who proposed some liberaliza- 
tion of certain retirement features for 
officers and enlisted personnel of over 20 
years’ service, and for warrant officers 
and enlisted men who vacated temporary 
commissions as officers at their own re- 
quest. Another change suggested by Mr. 
Forrestal provides special compensation, 
not to exceed $50 per month, for extra- 
ordinary unpleasant and arduous duties. 

The basic pay scales, allowances and 
special pay for doctors and dentists, for 
hazardous duties, for sea duty and fore- 
ign service for enlisted personnel, and 
bonuses for re-enlistments follow almost 
exactly the recommendations of the 
Hook Board. The pay increases vary for 
the different grades, but provide an over- 
all increase of about 15 per cent. 

Subsistence allowances are to be fixed 
by the President, but until so determined 
they would be $45 per month for officers, 
and $1.05 per day for enlisted personnel 
when authorized to mess separately. 

The bill authorizes the President to 
prescribe the allowances for quarters, 
based on the maximum monthly rental 
rate at which 75 per cent of the civilians 
in equivalent income brackets might rea- 
sonably be expected to pay for adequate 
housing. These assigned to substandard 
Government quarters would continue to 
receive their allowances, and would pay 
to the Government a rental rate, based 
on that charge for similar civilian-owned 
housing in the locality. Until the Pres- 
ident prescribes the quarters allowances 
the bill fixes them at various amounts, 
from $45 per month for the lower enlisted 
grades to $150 for the highest commis- 
sioned rank. 

Hazardous duty compensation, includ- 
ing flight pay, in addition to basic scales 
would range from $30 per month for re- 
cruits to $210 for colonels. General offi- 
cers, second lieutenants and warrant offi- 
cers would each receive $100 per month 
while engaged on such duties. Divers 
would be paid from $5 to $30 extra per 
month while engaged in their specialty, 
but under extraordinary hazardous con- 
ditions would be paid an additional $5 
per hour. Doctors and dentists would con- 
tinue to draw $100 per month special pay 
in addition to the pay of their grade. 

Foreign service and sea duty would 
give enlisted personnel an additional $15 
per month, but officers would receive noth- 
ing extra for such service. Lump sum re- 
enlistment bonuses would range from $40 
to $360, depending on the length of the 
enlistment term, but no such bonus would 
be paid for more than four enlistments. 

The section of the bill covering retire- 
ment and severance pay is extraordi- 
narily complex. In general it provides that 
compensation for retired personnel will 
be based largely on length of service, 
whether the retirement is for disability, 
age or length of service, with payments in 
most cases fixed at 2 1-2 per cent of active 
duty pay for each year of service, not to 














exceed a total of 75 per cent. 

In disability retirements a distinction 
is made between these directly attribut- 
able to the performance of active duty, 
and those incurred while on active duty, 
not resulting directly from performance 
of duty, but at the same time not due to 
misconduct or neglect. In the first case 
the individual would receive retirement 
pay, irrespective of length of service, in an 
amount not less than 50 per cent of active 
duty pay, which would be increased if the 
person had more than 20 years’ service. 
In the other case one must have completed 
15 years service to be eligible for retire- 
ment, in which event he would receive at 
least 50 per cent of his active duty pay. 
Those with less service would be eligible 
for severance pay. 

No one would be eligible for disability 
retirement unless his physical disability 
was at least 30 per cent, as fixed by the 
Veterans’ Administration schedule. Those 
retired after the passage of the bill would 
be given medical examinations over a five- 
year period, and in the event of recovery 
would be restored with their own consent 
to the active list. In case they did not 
consent to active duty assignments their 
retirement benefits would be terminated. 
Apparently the provision for periodical 
medical examinations would not apply to 
those retired prior to the approval of the 
bill. A savings clause prevents any reduc- 
tion in the present compensation of those 
now on the retired list. 

One provision of the bill would deprive 
some of those to be retired subsequently 
for physical disability of the benefit of 
the present Federal income tax exemp- 
tions of compensation received by dis- 
abled veterans. It prescribes that after an 
officer has been retired five years for dis- 
ability, if he is 60 years old, or has com- 
pleted 25 years’ service, including five on 
the retired list, his retired pay will be in- 
cluded in his gross income for purposes 
of Federal taxation. The same holds true 
for a retired enlisted man, if he is 50 
years old, or has completed 20 years’ serv- 
ice, including five in retirement. Further- 
more, the retired pay of anyone retired 
for disability would be taxable if, on the 
date of retirement, he was eligible for 
service retirement. These provisions do 
not appear to be applicable to those now 
retired, but only those retired under the 
terms of the new bill. 

Those hereafter retired for age or serv- 
ice, with more than 30 years’ service, 
would receive 75 per cent of their active 
duty pay, as at present. Those with with 
less than 30 years’ service would receive 
proportionately less pay. However, pres- 
ent laws governing service retirements of 
those with more than 20 and less than 30 
years’ service are repealed or modified by 
the new measure, On the recommenda- 
tion of Mr. Forrestal the present 20-year 
retirement provision for officers would 
be extended five years, and that for en- 
listed men would remain in force for all 
those in service when the new law takes 


effect. The bill also provides that officers- 


over 60 and enlisted men over 50 may re- 
tire on their own application after 20 
years’ service, Officers with more than 25 
and less than 30 years’ service who have 
been passed over once for promotion 
would be permitted to retire. 

Former warrant officers and enlisted 
men who served as temporary commis- 
sioned officers and have requested relief 
to revert to their former grades would be 
given the choice of retiring at the new 
pay rates of their warrant or enlisted 
grades, or of receiving the present retired 
pay of the highest commissioned ranks 
satisfactorily held by them for at least

For those separated from the service, 
other than through the normal discharge 
of enlisted personnel, severance pay 
would be provided, in case they did not 
qualify for the retirement benefits. The 
amount would be based on length of serv- 
vice but would not exceed two years’ basic 
pay. 

Death benefits up to $10,000 are pro- 
vided in the bill for the beneficiaries of 
those who die on active service, and pro- 
portionately smaller amounts for depend- 
ents of those whose death occurs while 
on the retired list.

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Army and Air Authorizations 

The House Armed Services Committee 
this week reported favorably legislation 
authorizing permanent strengths for the 
Army and Air Force, the latter Service 
peing given statutory approval for 70 
roups. 

The measure, as submitted to the House 
of Representatives by Chairman Carl 
Vinson (D-Ga.), has the approval of the 
two services, the National Guard Asso- 
ciation and the Reserve Officers’ Associa- 
tion, Whose spokesmen said that they do 
not expect to seek revisions during 
Senate testimony. 

In addition to granting the Air Force 
authority for 70 groups—although sepa- 
rate appropriation legislation will be 
necessary for its actual implementation 
—the Committee also gave Chairman 
Vinson approval to appeal to the House 
Committee on Appropriations for trans- 
fer of $800,000,000 allotted for Universal 
Military Training in the 1950 budget to 
the Air Force. 

Report of Committee 

The following are pertinent excerpts 
from the report of the Committee, de- 
scribing details of the authorization legis- 
lation : 

Army 

The proposed unit strength of the Army 
is predicated on testimony by the Army Chief 
of Staff General Omar Bradley who has ad- 
vised the Committee that for the Army to 
undertake its minimum security missions 
with reasonable degree of safety, it must 
have 18 divisions equipped and trained for 
instant deployment. These 12 divisions would 
constitute nothing more than an elementary 
defensive force. They would lack the strength 
for sustained or extended operations. They 
would be essentially a stop-gap ‘‘one-shot” 
army—a plug in the dike until sufficient and 
effective reserves could be rallied, This 18- 
division Army, if all in it were Regulars, 
would require with its supporting a perma- 
nent standing Army of troops, some 1,080,000 
men, Obviously the maintenance of such an 
active duty strength would be an excessive 
strain on the nation. 

Accordingly, the proposed plan represents 
the best Army compromise possible under

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States established in the Selective Service 
Act of 1948, and establishes a new strength 
authorization for commissioned officers of the 
Regular Army on the active list, It provides 
for a total strength of 837,000 active duty 
military personnel (with certain exclusions) 
and authorizes 33,500 commissioned officers 
for the Regular Army. This total is one-half 
of the normal distribution of Army officers 
(10% of total strength) as applied to the 
budgeted 677,000 Army for fiscal year 1950, 
thereby leaving the balance available for 
the use of Reservists and Guardsmen on ex- 
tended active duty. 

Section 103 authorizes the procurement and 
supply of equipment and facilities for the 
Army of the United States, It further provides 
for the annual supply of modern items of 
equipment to the Army, thereby expressing 
the will of Congress for the maintenance of 
a modern, fully-equipped striking force es- 
sential to the support of approved war plans. 
This provides the Army, for the first time, 
with over-all procurement authority in law 
and also gives the Army its first legal in- 
junction to maintain itself adequately, 
equipped with modern items of equipment. 

Air Force 

Section 201 authorizes a 70-Group program 
based on the 20 December 1947 report of the 
President’s Air Policy Commission, the 1 
March 1948 report of the Congressional Avia- 
tion Policy Board, hearings held shortly 
thereafter and again in February this year 
by the House Committee on Armed Services, 
and debate in the House of Representatives 
in June of last year. This 70-Group program 
includes 70 Regular Air Force combat groups 
and 22 Regular Air Force separate squadrons, 
together with their necessary supporting ele- 
ments. Examples of these supporting elements 
are command headquarters, early warning 
radar, air depots, pilot training and Air Force 
participation in the joint Military Air Trans- 
port System, These units would be supple- 
mented by 61 reserve groups, with their aux- 
iliary elements, 

The elements of the 70 Regular Air Force 
groups are not specified in the proposed bill 
in order to maintain the required degree of 
flexibility in the program to meet future con- 
ditions of aerial warfare, For the present, 
however, the 70-Group program, if imple- 
mented today, would consist of the following 
Regular Air Force groups, The indicated 
number of aircraft per group is indicated, 
each group being divided into three squad- 
rons consisting of equal numbers of aircraft:

In addition, there will be in the program 
22 separate squadrons, consisting of such 
activities as indicated above in respect to 
section 201 of the proposed bill, and also 61 
reserve groups in the Air National Guard and 
Air Reserve, 

Section 202 sets the authorized active duty 
strength of the Air Force at 502,000 military 
personnel. This strength is exclusive of one- 
year enlistees whose service is limited to the 
continental United States. It also excludes 
officer candidates, aviation cadets and person- 
nel of the reserve components on active duty 
for training purposes only—all of which per- 
sonnel is ineffective from the standpoint of 
immediate combat readiness of the Air Force. 
Of the total number of officers authorized, the 
Committee believes that 27,500 should be ca- 
reer officers of the Regular Air Force and 
4,800 should be career warrant officers of the 
Regular Air Force, This apportionment of 
officers, which is one-half of the budgeted 
officer strength for fiseal year 1950, is required 
in order to provide continuity of trained lead- 
ership within the Air Force and a properly 
trained reserve upon which to base mobiliza- 
tion In the event of an emergency. Present 
tegular Air Force authorized officer strength 
is an administrative division of the 51,000 
total authorized by the officer Personnel Act 
of 1947 (Public Law 381, 80th Congress) into 
20,400 for the Air Force and 30,600 for the 
Army. 

Section 202 also authorizes 100,000 officers 
and enlised men for the Air National Guard, 
and 500,000 for the Air Force Reserve. 

Section 203 authorizes 24,000 serviceable air- 
eraft to fulfill the requirements of the Air 
Force including the civilian components, in 
carrying out the purposes of this bill under 
present military conditions, These aircraft 
will be divided approximately as follows: 


First-line aircraft ........... 7,000 
Air Reserve aircraft .......... 5,500 
War reserve aircraft ......... 8,100 
Second-line aircraft .......... 3,400 


Section 207 is a saving provision relating 
to the Air National Guard and Air National 
Guard of the United States. It is included 
specifically for the purpose of assuring the 
Air National Guard that no provision of the 
proposed bill alters in any way the present 
status of the Air Guard, either as a separate 
component of the Air Force of the United 
States or as an organization constituted un- 
der the militia clause of the Constitution. 











House Passes Reorganization Bill 

The House of Representatives this week 
by a vote of 306 to 9 passed the Reorgani- 
zation Act of 1949, authorizing the Pres- 
ident to making sweeping changes in the 
structure of the Executive Branch of 
the Government, subject to Congressional 
veto. The passage of this measure by the 
House was the first step in a comprehen- 
sive reorganization recommended by a 
Commission headed by former President 
Herbert Hoover. 

The Hoover Commission last Monday 
submitted to Congress the first of fifteen 
sections of its Reorganization Report. The 
first report was of a general nature and 
dealt largely with overall principles and 
policies. One of its principal recommenda- 
tions called for the consolidation of 65 
Government departments, administra- 
tions, boards and commissions, reporting 
directly to the President, into about one- 
third that number. 

Corps of Engineers 

Appearing before the Senate Committee 
on Executive Expenditures and later ata 
press conference, former President Hoov- 
er expressed his opposition to the move- 
ment to prevent the transfer of civil func- 
tions of the Corps of Engineers of the 
United States Army in connection with 
river and harbor improvements and flood 
control work to a civilian agency. It is 
understood that some 2,000 letters and 
telegrams from all parts of the United 
States have been received by the Senate 
Committee, urging that the Corps of En- 
gineers remain responsible for this class 
of public works. 

Mr. Hoover referred to these communi- 
cations as propaganda by Army Engineers 
or their friends and said that if it proved 
successful it would be the signal for the 
initiation of similar campaigns by other 
Government agencies affected by the pro- 
posed reorganization. If the Congress ex- 
empted the Engineers, Mr. Hoover said, it 
could not well refuse the pleas of other 
groups, in which event reorganization ef- 
forts would fail. 

Despite the objection of the former 
President several members of both Houses 
of Congress expressed the opinion that re- 
organization legislation would specifically 
exempt the Corps of Engineers from its 
provisions. It was pointed out that the 
Engineers had a long record of outstand- 
ing accomplishments in its nationwide 
program of civil works, and that it would 
be illogical to place the responsibility else- 
where. 

Separate Consideration for Services 

The bill which passed the House on 
Monday authorized the President to sub- 
mit to the Congress proposals for the re- 
organization of agencies within the Exec 
utive Branch. Unless both Houses of Con- 
gress pass resolutions of disapproval of 
such proposals within 60 days after sub- 
mission they would become effective with- 
out specific Congressional action. How- 
ever, the House bill specifies that separate 
proposals must be submitted for any con- 
templated reorganization of the Armed 
Services or of six regulatory agencies— 
the Federal Reserve System, the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, the Securi- 
ties and Exchange Commission, the Rail- 
road Retirement Board, the National 
Railroad Adjustment Board, and the Na- 
tional Mediation Board. 

This provision requiring separate con- 
sideration for these activities would 
prevent inclusion of any proposed reor- 
ganization of the National Military Es- 
tablishment or the specified regulatory 
agencies in any general measure sub- 
mitted by the President. It would permit 
Congress to act individually on specific 
proposals covering each of these activi- 
ties. This provision of the bill was opposed 
by Mr. Hoover, who preferred to permit 
all reorganization to be covered by a 
blanket measure, though he indicated that 
the Commission did not plan to recom- 
mend any sweeping changes in regulatory 
agencies. 

However, the former President was in- 
sistent that no exemption from reorgan- 
ization be provided for the Armed Forces. 
He emphasized that it would be a disaster 
to exempt any executive department from 
the reorganization bill. “My strongest 
urge,” he said, “is not to exempt the mili- 
tary arm of the government.” A forth- 
coming report of the Commission, he in- 
dicated, would devote from one-fourth 
to one-third of its content to the Army 
Engineers. He said the report would con- 
tain evidence of confusion and reasons 
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for recommended changes. 

Mr. Hoover pointed out that only about 
200 Engineer officers are engaged in river 
and harbor and flood control operations, 
as compared with 2,500 to 3,000 civilian 
engineers so employed. These activities, 
he said, were of no value for military 
operations, He said that the Secretary of 
Defense had virtually no control of the 
civil functions’ of the Corps of Engineers, 
and declared that it was an “intolerable 
situation when administrative agencies 
are independent of the executive arm.” 

The former President, personally, de- 
clined to estimate the extent of the 
monetary savings which couid be effected 
if all the reorganization measures pro- 
posed by his Commission were adopted. 
However, he said that the heads of the 
task forces of the Commission had placed 
the annual savings at several billion dol- 
lars, possibly around three billions. 

Closer Presidential Supervision 

The Commission proposed a clear line 
of control from the President to bureau 
chiefs, designed to eliminate barriers 
which have made some agencies partially 
independent of the President. It would 
develop a much greater number of capable 
career administrators, eligible for promo- 
tion in any department, Strong staff serv- 
ices for the President and each depart- 
ment head were recommended, 

For his Executive Staff the Commission 
recommended that the President have a 
Director of Personnel, who would also be 
Chairman of the Civil Service Commis- 
sion; a White House Staff Secretary, to 
give the President a current summary of 
principal issues, and to keep him in- 
formed of the work of Cabinet, interde- 
partmental and public advisory commit- 
tees; a Budget Director, with expanded 
responsibilities; an Economie Adviser, 
to replace the present Council of Beonomic 
Advisers; the National Security Council 
and the National Security Resources 
Board, placed formally in the Executive 
Office of the President, as the two most 
conspicuous cabinet-level committees ; ad- 
visory commissions and consultantg or 
personal advisors “of eminence and pres- 
tige.” 

The Commission commented that “the 
National Security Council ig unduly 
weighted in its statutory membership on 
the side of the military departments.” The 
Commission apparently agrees with De 
fense Secretary James Forrestal that the 
Secretaries of the Army, Navy, and Air 
Force be eliminated from the Council, 
leaving the Secretary of Defense as the 
sole representative of the National Mili- 
tary Establishment. 

Restudy Medical Report 

Meanwhile, the Hoover Commission 
has been reviewing the findings of its 
Federal Medical Services Task Force, 
which, under the chairmanship of Mr. 
Tracy S. Voorhees, recently recommended 
to the commission that the General Hos- 
pitals of the Army and Navy be trans- 
ferred to a Medical Care Division of 
a National Bureau of Health. Consider- 
able opposition to the proposal has 
arisen, particularly from within the 
Armed Services. So, on Tuesday of this 
week, the Commission called Mr. Voor- 
hees and Maj. Gen. Paul R. Hawley, 
USA-Ret., into conference in an attempt 
to thrash out a solution, but no decision 
was made either to accept the report or 
to devise a substitute. It is probable that 
these men will again confer with the 
Commission on Monday, 14 Feb. There 
is a strong belief that the Hoover Com- 
mission may ask for an entire re-study 
of the medical problem, particularly as 
it affects the Armed Services and that 
it may suggest that such a study be made 
by the National Security Council. 

Legislation to strengthen the authority 
of the Secretary of Defense is now being 
drafted. Proposals under consideration 
include the recommendations of Defense 
Secretary James Forrestal as outlined 
in his annual report and those of the 
Eberstadt task force of the Hoover Com- 
mission. The President is greatly inter- 

ested in steps for the greater unification 
of the Armed Forces and is understood 
to have assigned Clark Clifford and other 
personal advisers to assist in the prepara- 
tion of the new measure. The bill, it 
is believed, would give the Defense Sec- 
retary a much greater control over the 
detailed operations of the Services than 
he hag at present.

However, subsequent release of the Presi- 
dent’s budget for Fiscal Year 1950, with 
its decrease in Army strength, has led to 
speculation that a reduced number of 
temporary promotions may be effected at 
this time. But Army officials emphasize 
that no definite decision has been made as 
yet concerning the exact number of pro- 
motions to be made and selection boards 
have been instructed to accomplish the 
original tasks set for them. 

If possible, the Army will make all the 


temporary promotions previously an- 
nounced. But if budgetary restrictions 


prohibit this, as many temporary promo- 
tions as possible will be made, with the 
remaining officers selected being placed 
on an eligibility list for future advance- 
ment. 3

Accelerate Grade 6 Promotions

weeks, instead of the 16 required for other 
recruits. The graduates will be promoted 
after completing eight weeks’ basic train- 
ing and the special five-week leadership 
course, 





Enlisted Quotas Set 
To stay within its authorized personnel 
ceiling, the Army has set a quota of 5,000 
enlistments for the month of February. 
Previously, the Army announced that no 
men would be brought in under Selective 
Service during February or March. 
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Waiver for Regular Army 
Appointments 

The Army has announced that waiver 
of maximum age for appointment as sec- 
ond lieutenant in the Regular Army will 
be granted for candidates meeting the 
following requirements: 

“Individual must be on extended active duty 
at time of submission of application or have 
served on extended active duty subsequent to 
31 Dec. 1947; he may not have attained his 
thirtieth birthday prior to 31 Dec. 1947; his 
age, less the amount of active Federal Com- 
missioned Service subsequent to 31 Dec. 1947 
in any component of Army must be less than 
thirty years; he must have performed active 
Federal Commissioned Service between 7 Dec. 
1941 and 2 Sept. 1945 in the amount equal to or 
greater than the amount by which his age 
exceeds 27 years; if appointed, applicant be- 
tween 31 Dec. 1947 and his sixtieth birthday 
must be reasonably expected to perform total 
of 30 years’ active service in Army. 

“Individuals who have had no extended ac- 
tive duty since 31 Dec. 1947 maximum age re- 
quirements as stated in regulations and cir- 
culars referred to above will apply. Policies 
for waiver of maximum age only apply to 
those regulations and circular referred to 
herein.” 





Gen. Vaughan Honored 

Maj. Gen. Harry H. Vaughan, ORC, 
military aide to the President, was pre- 
sented with the Order of Liberator San 
Martin at a ceremony in the Argentine 
Embassy 4 Feb. He accepted the medal 
from Ambassador Jeronimo Remorino. 

The citation accompanying the medal 
described General Vaughan as a friend of 
Argentina and “a brilliant soldier in the 
glorious Army of the United States.” 

Ambassador Remorino said, “Under the 
august shadows of Washington and San 
Martin, I present to you a symbol] which 
bears the name of the hero who held in 
his hand a sword as clean as his soul, a 
sword which the people whom he had lib- 
erated looked at in astonishment, wonder- 
ing whether it was a sword or a cross.” 

Included among the guests attending 
the presentation ceremony were General 
A. A. Vandegrift, former commandant of 
the Marine Corps; Secretary of the Air 
Force W. Stuart Symington and Brig. Gen. 
Gordon Young, USA, Engineer Commis- 
sioner for the District of Columbia. 





Gen. Eisenhower to Washington 


General of the Army Dwight D. Bisen- 
hower has notified officials of Columbia 
University that “urgent public business” 
will require his being in Washington for 
the next seven or eight weeks. 

When General Hisenhower assumed the 
presidency of Columbia, it was with the 
understanding that he would be free to 
participate in “consultative and advisory 
functions” in Washington. 

Speculation is that General Eisenhower, 
whose opinions carry great weight with 
Congress, will be called upon to testify 
on forthcoming National Military Estab- 
lishment legislation. 

Also, it has been reported that Genera] 
Hisenhower is interested in a survey of 
service schools, relating both to intra- and 
interservice education. 

His arrival for “temporary duty” in 
Washington will coincide with the release 
of the Hoover Commission’s report on Re- 
organization of the Executive Depart- 
ments, including the National Military 
Establishment, and with the introduction 
in Congress of important Service legisla- 
tion. Also, there is in preparation a com- 
plete rewriting of the National Defense 
Act. 

It is understood also that Secretary of 
Defense James Forrestal, his desk heaped 
with work, is relying on the advice of Gen- 
eral Eisenhower in formulating policies 
on complicated military matters. 


Train Women for MSC Duties 

Maj. Gen. Raymond W. Bliss, Army 
Surgeon General, has announced that 
courses will begin in September to train 
applicants for appointment in the Wom- 
en’s Medical Specialist Corps of the Reg- 
ular Army. 

The training program will include a 
Dietetic Internship, a Physical Therapy 
Training Course and an Occupational 
Therapy Clinical Affiliation. Prior to be- 
ginning training in these specialties, can 
didates will be given a two-months’ basic 
ttraining course at Brooke Army Medical 
Center, Tex. 





EM Get Commissions 

Two Ft. Ord, Calif., soldiers, both ser- 
geants, traded stripes for gold bars re- 
cently upon receipt of commissions in the 
Officers Reserve Corps.

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Gen. Bradley Anniversary 

General Omar Nelson Bradley, Army 
Chief of Staff, this week completed his 
first year’s service in the top military post 
of the Army. It was a year filled with 
significant changes and marked strides 
forward in Army history. 

When General Bradley assumed office 
as Chief of Staff, United States Army, 
on 7 Feb., 
1948, just a 
year ago, 
many seri- 
ous prob- 
lems de- 
manded his 
immediate 
attention. 
The Army’s 
manpower 
was danger- 
ously low; 
no program 
existed for 
guarantee- 
ing that it 
would not } 
fall to new 
depths ; for- 
mation of a 
long-range Army policy had just begun ; 
unification of the armed services was still 
in swaddling clothes, having been in effect 
for only about five months, and it was 
anybody’s guess whether it could work. 

Today, thanks in large measure to the 
Bradley “X” quality (compounded in 
equal parts of his own hard work and his 
quiet capacity for being able to work 
with others), a great deal of the “edge” 
has been taken off these problems. 

The Army’s manpower needs have been 
filled through Selective Service and vol- 
intary enlistments; there is a long-range 
policy for Army use of manpower, en- 
visioning the training and equipping of 
12 Regular Army divisions, as part of 
a mobile striking force, and plans are 
underway for a closer and more efficient 
integration of the Army with the reserve 
components. 

A Tactful Tactician 

None of these achievements has come 
about dramatically, with sudden, flashing 
effect. That is not the Bradley way. They 
have been the result of painstaking, quiet, 
cooperative efforts on the part of the 
Chief of Staff—efforts which could suc- 
ceed only when handled by a man who 
is a master of tact as well as a master 
tactician. 

It was only shortly after he had been 
sworn in that General Bradley earnestly 
advised the President that immediate en- 
actment of a Selective Service law and 
a long-range program aimed at universal 
Military training were necessities for 
national security. Little more than a 
month from that time the President 
urged these actions upon Congress. With 
the enactment of peacetime Selective 
Service the ranks of the Army began to 
fill. Voluntary enlistments went up and 
Some of the tension was taken out of 
the immediate Army manpower situation. 

Hand in hand with his solution of the 
Manpower shortage, General Bradley in- 
stituted his program for the dignity of 
the soldier with its emphasis on good 
human relations. 

During his first year as Chief of Staff, 
Several plans came to fruition that had 
been worked on since V-J Day. The 
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Officer Integration Program was com- 
pleted and a new system of officer promo- 
tion wag instituted. Career opportunities 
and career plans for warrant officers and 
enlisted men were opened and new grades 
for enlisted men were announced. These 
personnal changes and administrative al- 
terations were no less important than 
the long-range planning which included 
the reorganization of his own headquar- 
ters. 
Reorganized General Staff 

With Secretary of the Army Kenneth 
C. Royall, General Bradley planned and 
executed the next step in the process of 
putting the Army on a functional “peace- 
or-war” footing. The Secretary and the 
Chief of Staff put through a high-echelon 
reorganization of the Headquarters, De- 
partment of the Army. By 15 Nov. the 
new plan was in operation. An office of 
Vice Chief of Staff was created and filled 
by General J. Lawton Collins, acting as 
the “alter ego” of the Chief and giving 
him time to get into the field for inspec- 
tions and to coordinate Army plans with 
the chiefs of the other defense forces. 
Two Deputy Chiefs were assigned to 
handle, respectively, Administration, and 
Plans and Combat Operations, relieving 
the Chief of Staff from the pressure of 
handling numerous direct reports. The 
Administrative Services were grouped 
under one General Staff Division and the 
Technical Services under another, lead- 
ing to a more efficient consolidation of 
responsibilities; the Judge Advocate 
General’s Office was transferred to the 
Special Staff, and the Office of the Chief 
of Information, with its three subsidi- 
aries, Legislative and Liaison, Public In- 
formation, and Troop Information and 
Education Divisions, was attached direct- 
ly to the Chief of Staff. 

The Women’s Army Corps was made a 
part of the Regular Service during this 
period, and WAC’s, for the first time, 
were integrated as Regular soldiers. Also, 
during the year, the Army implemented 
the Revised Courts Martial Procedures 
specified by the Selective Service Act, and 
enlisted personnel sat, for the first time, 
as members of general and special 
courts martial at the request of accused 
enlisted men. 

Limits of Pushbutton Warfare 

But apart from the work which he di- 
rected within the Army itself, General 
Bradley, during his first 12 months as 
Chief of Staff, did a larger job—a job in 
which he worked directly with the Ameri- 
can public and with the representatives 
of the other Armed Services. 

He gave clear, logical explanations of 
the distribution of the Army’s manpower, 
with emphasis upon its task of occupy- 
ing conquered nations. He gave a blunt, 
soldier’s warning to the public that it 
must not indulge in dangerous fantasies 
of pushbutton warfare, with 30-minute 
victories to the side which possessed the 
most machinery. He gave a classic talk 
honoring a Medal of Honor winner on 
Memorial Day at Longmeadow, Mass.— 
a talk in which he stated, without minc- 
ing words: “It is easy for us who are liv- 
ing to honor the sacrifices of those who 
are dead. For it helps us assuage the 
guilt we should feel in their presence. 
Wars can be prevented just as surely as 
they are provoked and therefore we who 
fail to prevent them must share in guilt 
for the dead.” 

And, above all, he pounded away, in 
speech after speech, upon the theme of 
unity and teamwork for American armed 
forces. 

“In the structure that has been created 
out of unification, it is essential that we 
subordinate our loyalties to the services 
of which we are a part,” he said on Navy 
Day, 27 Oct., 1948. “We must develop 
.. . Officers who owe duty not to their 
uniforms, but to the nation—officers with 
the integrity and character to devote 
themselves to national defense, not 
fratricidal contests among the services 
themselves.” 

Furthering the spirit of these words 
by action, he did everything in his power 
to further the actual manifestations of 
service unity, such as the joint amphibi- 
ous operations at Coronado, in the Sixth 
Army Area, and the CAMID (Cadet- 
Midshipman) Operation at Little Creek, 
Va. 


Army Day Theme 
Even in so small a matter as the selec- 
tion of a theme for the coming Army Day 
on 6 April, General Bradley’s desire for 





full unification was made known when 
he decided upon the phrase: “The United 
States Army— Part of the TEAM for 
Security.” 

Today, General Bradley would be the 
last man in the world to claim that the 
problems which he—and the nation — 
faced a year ago have all been solved. 
They have been smoothed out, organized, 
assorted and lined up much as targets 
are lined up to await fire. For the fire- 
power to deal with them he needs the 
assistance of the nation. As he stated in 
his last speech, at Boston on 4 Feb.: 

“The danger of conflict today appears 
to have slackened, partly because we are 
chewing sedatives in this constant war 
of nerves. What the coming years may 
bring will certainly be shadowed in the 
strength, resolution and common sense 
of the United States.” 





Soviet Spy Ring Revealed 

The Army this week released from Gen- 
eral of the Army Douglas MacArthur’s 
command the amazing story of how a 
German, posing as a Nazi, provided Rus- 
sia with detailed information concerning 
Japanese activities until just before 
Pearl Harbor. 

Then, only as a result of “malicious 
accident,” Japanese secret police uncov- 
ered the notorious ring, some of whose 
members, the Army’s report emphasized, 


their trade at this very moment in the 
capitals of the world.” 

Listed as accomplices of Dr. Richard 
Sorge, ringleader of the spy ring, who 
was hanged by the Japanese, were two 
Americans, one Britisher, and several 
native-born Japanese who were recruited 
in Japan. “One begins to wonder,” the 
report commented, “whom one can trust 
—what innocent comrade or loyal friend 


may suddenly be discovered as the 
enemy. He may have any face.”

No Draft for Doctors 

National Military Establishment plans 
to submit legislation authorizing the 
drafting of doctors and dentists to meet 
critical shortages probably will be aban- 
doned—at least for the present. 

Instead, Secretary of Defense James 
Forrestal is expected to act favorably on 
a recommendation of his Armed Forces 
Medical Advisory Committee that a na- 
tionwide drive for volunteers be under- 
taken. 

Special target of such a campaign would 
be the approximately 15,000 young doc- 
tors and dentists who were deferred from 
wartime service in order to complete their 
professional training. Many of these men 
were trained at government expense. 

Simultaneously with disclosure of the 
Committee’s recommendations, the NME 
said that by the end of July the Armed 
Forces will be short about 1600 physicians 
and 1160 dentists, and by December this 
shortage will reach 2200 physicians and 
1400 dentists. 

It was noted that of 18,000 physicians 
who received, in whole or in part, their 
professional education under Army or 
Navy auspices, only 10,000 have served in 


| the Armed Forces. 
“can be expected to be secretly busy with 


The 8000 who did not serve and several 
thousand more physicians deferred to con- 
tinue their medical education not only 
were protected from the risks of combat 
but received financial assistance from the 
government to pay for their medical edu- 
cation, the NME announcement said. 

Chairman Charles Proctor of the Com- 
mittee said: 

“These individuals owe a moral obliga- 
tion to serve. While they were deferred 
to receive their education, many other 
young men outside their professions lost 
four to five years and had to return to 
college after the war,to complete their 
education. Their professional colleagues, 
as well as the members of this Committee, 
believe they owe this obligation. We feel 
sure the general public will agree with 
this viewpoint and these young men will 
be willing to discharge their obligation.”

Vittles Clasp for Naval Airmen 

Navy officials said this week that no de- 
cision has been made-as yet concerning 
the eligibility of Navy personnel for the 
award of the newly authorized Berlin Air- 
lift Clasp. 

Secretary of the Air Force W. Stuart 
Symington has recommended that the 
clasp be authorized for Naval personnel 
assigned to “Operations Vittles.” How- 
ever, the matter is reported still under 
study by Secretary of the Navy John Sulli- 
van and his aides., 

Meantime, the Army and Air Force re- 
leased the official description of the clasp 
as follows: 

The Berlin airlift device is a gold-colored 
metal miniature of a C54 type aircraft of %- 
inch wing span, other dimensions proportion- 
ate. The device is to be worn on the service 
ribbon or on the suspension ribbon of the 
medal with the nose pointing upward at a 30° 
angle and toward the wearer’s own right. 

(2) Requirements—Service for 90 consecu- 
tive days while assigned or attached to a unit 
in the Army of Occupation of Germany which 
has been designated in general orders of the 
Department of the Army or Department of the 
Air Force as participating in the Berlin air- 
lift between 26 June 1948 and a terminal date 
to be announced later.

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Approves Ship Service Stores 

No fundamental changes in the opera- 
tion of the Navy Ships’ Store Office should 
be made, but consideration should be giv- 
en to initiating an inquiry into the de- 
sirability of merging the Ships’ Store 
Office with the Army and Air Force Ex- 
change Service. 


These were the statements of Rep.. 


Jack Z. Anderson (R-Calif.) member of 
a special House “watchdog” subcommit- 
tee of the Armed Services Committee, 
which has investigated operation of Navy 
ships’ service stores. 

Representative Anderson told Com- 
mitee Chairman Vinson that the ships’ 
service system is operating in a “general- 
ly satisfactory way.” He said that “one 
sure indication of the improved situation 
lies in the fact that local jobbers and 
wholesalers who complained loudly dur- 
ing the year 1947 that they were unable 
to do business with the Navy, have now 
reduced their complaints to a whisper.” 

Representative Anderson urged that a 
study be undertaken concerning the pos- 
sibility of adopting a uniform procedure 
for the purchase of merchandise for re- 
sale by Army post exchanges and Navy 
ships’ service stores. 





Asst. Secretaries Reign 

The resignations of Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy Mark FE. Andrews and As- 
sistant Secretary of the Navy for Air 
John Nicholas Brown were accepted by 
President Truman this week. 

Named to sueceed Mr. Andrews was 
Assistant Counsel General of the Navy 
John H. Koehler, who will, assume the 
new post on 15 Feb. Mr. Dan A. Kimball 
of California, executive vice president of 
the Aero Jet Corporation will take over 
Mr. Brown’s post in March. 

In a letter to the President, Secretary 
Andrews stated that “personal reasons” 
made him forego “the honor of continu- 
ing in your (President Truman’s) admin- 
istration.” The President expressed re- 
gret in accepting the resignation and 
commended Mr. Andrews for his “whole- 
hearted and competent participation in 
the development of the Armed Services 
Procurement Act of 1947,” which “was of 
significant value to the government,” he 
said. 





Navy Develops New Rocket 


A new Navy rocket which will be used 
to boost supersonic missiles has been flown 
successfully at the Naval Ordnance Test 
Station, Inyokern, Calif. 

With a ground-level thrust considerably 
in excess of that developed by the German 
V-2 rocket, the new solid propellant boost- 
er rocket is believed to be the largest yet 
flown. Its recorded velocity is high in the 
supersonic range. 

As yet unnamed, the rocket was de- 
signed for use in launching supersonic mis- 
siles, especially those relying on the ram- 
jet engine for a propulsion unit. This-en- 
gine, commonly known as the “flying 
stovepipe,” must be boosted to near super- 
sonic speed before it will operate efficient- 
ly. Rockets employed to furnish the initial 
boost, fall away a few seconds after the 
ram-jet continues under its own power. 

The new rocket was designed and built 
for the Navy Bureau of Ordnance by the 
Allegany Ballistics Laboratory, Cumber- 
land, Md., which is operated by the Her- 
cules Powder Company under Navy con- 
tract. It was particularly designed for use 
in the Bumblebee guided missile program, 
which is under the technical direction of 
the Applied Physics Laboratory of Johns 
Hopkins University, Silver Spring, Md.

Defend Marine Corps 


Representative Donald L. Jackson (R- 
Calif.) served notice on the floor of the 
House of Representatives this week that 
he and other members of Congress who 
served in the Marine Corps “will not 
stand idly by in the way of thinly veiled 
threats against the corps.”

Marine Corps Fights for Its Life” by 
Richard Tregaskis in the Saturday Even- 
ing Post, Mr. Jackson said: 

“The article throws a bright spotlight upon 
what must be considered by any objective ob- 
server to be a subtle and unceasing attack 
upon this great fighting organization, an at- 
tack which has as its goal the dimemberment 
and the eventual abolition of the corps as an 
effective and highly efficient arm of our Na- 
tional military and naval establishments, It 
is my feeling, Mr, Speaker, that if the facts 
of this matter are known to the American 
people there will be such a widespread pro- 
test as to render ineffective any move which 
would threaten the integrity of this famous 
fighting organization. For that reason I bring 
to the attention of the Congress this import- 
ant contribution by Mr, Tregaskis. We in the 
Congress who have had the high honor of 
service in the United States Marine Corps 
serve notice that we will not stand idly by in 
the way of thinly veiled threats against the 
corps.” 7 

Representative Jackson, in private life 
a public relations expert, served in the 
U. S. Marine Corps from 1927 to 1931 and 
again from 1940 to 1945 in overseas com- 
bat service. 





Loyalty Separations 

A directive outlinning the procedure 
to be followed in ridding the Naval ser- 
vice of personnel of doubtful loyalty has 
been issued to all ships and stations by 
the Secretary of the Navy. 

The order also provides for the rejec- 
tion of all persons attempting to enlist 
or be appointed in any component of the 
Naval service “whose conduct or associa- 
tions, either or both during civil life or 
previous service in the Armed Forces, cast 
doubt upon their loyalty.” 

Loyalty investigations, under the new 
plan, will be conducted only by the Office 
of Naval Intelligence “unless otherwise 
directed by the Navy Department.” 





Admiral Shafroth to Retire 


Rear Adm. John F. Shafroth, jr., USN, 
Chairman of the Navy’s General Board 
Since last July, will retire on 1 April 
1949, according to the latest flag list is- 
sued by the Navy Department. Admiral 
Shafroth has completed 45 years’ active 
Naval service, and will be 62 years old at 
the time of his retirement. 





Safety Conference 


A three-day regional safety conference 
was held this week at the Naval Receiy- 
ing Station, Anacostia, D. C., for more 
than 175 industrial safety specialists, 
representing Naval shore activities in the 
midwest and northeast sections of the 
United States. 

Various phases of industrial safety, 
including hygienic subjects and motor 
vehicle operation, were discussed during 
the conference, which was conduc ‘ted by 
the Safety Division of the Navy’s Office 
of Industrial Relations. 

Among officials of the Safety Division 
in charge of the conference were Comar, 
William A. Zobel, director, and It. 
Comdr. V. B. Johnson, deputy director. 

Under Secretary of the Navy W. John 
Kenney, and Rear Adm. Paul B. Nibecker, 
Chief of Navy Industrial Relations, were 
principal speakers at the meeting. 

Secretary Kenney told the group that 
the Office of Industrial Relations under 
Admiral Nibecker’s “able administration” 
had reduced the Navy’s accident rate “to 
the lowest point ever recorded.” Mr. 
Kenney presented Awards for Achieve. 
ment in Safety. anthorized by Secretary 
of the Navy Sullivan, to four Bureau 
Chiefs “in recognition of the outstanding 
contributions toward accident prevention 
made by the shore activities operating 
under their leadership.” Those receiving 
awards were: Rear Adm. A. G. Noble, for 
the Bureau of Ordnance; Rear Adm. R. 
A. Foster, for the Bureau of Supplies and 
Accounts: Rear Adm. A. M. Pride, for the 
Bureau of Aeronautics; and to Rear Adm. 
D. H. Clark, for the Bureau of Ships. Mr. 
Kenney informed the group that 47 simi-

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Uniform Justice Code 
Asked for All Services 


With the President’s approval, Secre- 
tary of Defense James Forrestal sent to 
Congress this week the draft of a 91-page 
act which would establish a uniform code 
of military justice for the Army, Navy, 
Air Force and Coast Guard. 

The code, based on the study of a spe- 
cial committee under chairmanship of 
Prof. Edmund M. Morgan of the Harvard 
Law School, makes all punishable of- 
fences identical for all the Armed Forces, 
establishes a standardized nomenclature 
and sets up the same system of courts 
and the identical procedures for each of 
the Services. 

Provision is made for a Board of Re- 
view in each Department and for a single 
Judicial Council, described as the mili- 
tary “Supreme court,” whose three mem- 
bers would be civilians receiving $17,500 
per year with status comparable to that 
of a judge of a U.S. Court of Appeals. 

In a letter of transmittal accompanying 
the request for legislation, Secretary For- 
restal said, “I regard this proposed bill 
as an outstanding example of unification 
in the Armed Services. In my opinion, 
the proposed bill is well-designed to pro- 
tect the rights of those subject to it, will 
increase public confidence in military jus- 
tice, and will not impair the performance 
of military functions. Accordingly, I 
strongly urge its passage by Congress.” 

National Military Establishment 
spokesmen describe the new code as the 
“most progressive system of military 
justice anywhere in the world.” Senator 
Tydings, Chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Armed Services, has introduced 
the measure as 8. 857. 

Chairman Vinson of the House Armed 
Services Committee introduced an iden- 
tical measure as H.R. 2498. 

It was explained that the military jus- 
tice legislation does not specifically order 
the Services to establish a separate pro- 
motion list for judge advocates, as has 
been done by the Army. However, the 
staff judge advocate or legal officer is 
authorized to communicate directly with 
the Judge Advocate General, without re- 
gard to the usual chain of command. 

Supersedes Articles of War 

The code would supersede the Articles 
of War, including the amendments effec- 
tive 1 Feb. which were made by the Se- 
lective Service Act of 1948, under which 
the Army and Air Force courts martial 
systems operate, and the Articles for 
Government of the Navy. It would be 
uniformly applicable to all the Armed 
Forces in time of war and peace. 

The single Judicial Council, the court 
of last resort, would make final decisiens 
on all question of law and also act with 
the Judge Advocates General of the three 
Departments as an advisory body to se- 
cure uniformity in policy and in sentences 
and to correct any defects discovered in 
the system and its administration. 

The courts provided for each Depart- 
Ment are: (1) General, for capital and 
other serious offenses; (2) Special, for 
less serious offenses; (3) Summary, for 
minor offenses. 

In addition to Chairman Morgan, the 
Members of the Committee on a Uniform 
Code of Military Justice are Under Sec- 
retary of the Navy W. John Kenney, As- 
sistant Secretary of the Army Gordon 
Gray, and Assistant Secretary of the Air 
Force Eugene M. Zuckert. 

Felix B®. Larkin, Assistant 
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Counsel, Office of the Secretary of De- 
fense, acted as Executive Chairman of 
the Committee and as Chairman of a 
working group composed of representa- 
tives of the Army, Navy and Air Force, 
with an unofficial observer representing 
the Coast Guard, which in time of war 
operates as part of the Navy. 

An Official explanation of major pro- 
visions of the new system of military jus- 
tice was made by Secretary Forrestal in 
his letter of transmittal to Congress. He 
said: 

“The code covers both the substantive and 


procedural law governing military justice 
and its administration in all the Armed 


Forces of the United iStates and is uniformly 
applicable in all its parts to the Army, the 
Navy, the Air Force, and the Coast Guard 
in time of war and peace. 

“The proposed Code provides the sole statu- 
tory authority for: 

“(1) The infliction of limited disciplinary 
penalties for minor offenses without judicial 
action; 

2) The establishment 
trial procedure; 

“(3) The creation and constitution of three 
elasses of courts-martial corresponding to 
those now in existence; 

“(4) The eligibility of members of each of 
the courts and the qualifications of its officers 
and counsel; 

“(5) The review of findings and sentence 
and the creation and constitution of the re- 
viewing tribunals; and 

“(6) The listing and definition of offenses, 
redrafted and rephrased in modern legislative 
language. 

“Attention is called to the provisions of the 
Code which are designed to provide for uni- 
formity in the administration of military 
justice, to those designed to assure the ac 
eused a fair trial, to those designed to prevent 
undue control or interference with the ad- 
ministration of military justice, and to those 
designed to preserve appropriate military 
functions: 

Provisions For Uniformity 

“Among the provisions designed to insure 
uniformity are the following: 

“(1) The offenses made punishable by the 
Code are identical for all Armed Forces; 

“(2) The same system of courts with the 
same limits of jurisdiction of each court is 
set up in all the Armed Forces; 

“(3) The procedure for general courts- 
martial is identical as to institution of 
charges, pre-trial investigation, action by the 
convening authority, review by the Board of 

teview, and review by the Judicial Council 
in all the Armed Forces; 

“(4) The rules of procedure at the trial, in- 
cluding modes of proof, are equally applicable 
to all the Armed Forces; 

“(5) The Judge Advocates General of the 
three Departments are required to make uni- 
form rules of procedure for the Board of Re- 
view in each Department; 

“(6) The required qualifications for mem- 
bers of the court, law officer and counsel are 
identical for all the Armed Forces; ni

“(7) The single Judicial Council, which 
finally decides all questions of law, is the 
court of last resort for each of the Armed 


Forces; and also acts with the Judge Advo- 
cates General of the three Departments as an 
advisory body with a view to securing uni- 
formity in policy and in sentence, and in 
discovering and remedying defects in the 
system and its administration, 

Insure Fair Trial 

“Among the provisions designed to insure 
a fair trial are the following: 

Description of Courts-Martial 

General Courts-Martial: 

“(1) A pre-trial investigation is provided, 
at which the accused is entitled to be present 
with counsel to cross-examine available wit- 
nesses against him and to present evidence 
in his own behalf. It has some features of 
preliminary hearing and some of pre-trial 
discovery as used in the civil courts, 

“(2) A prohibition against referring any 
charges for trial which does not state an of- 
fense or is not shown to be supported by suf- 
ficient evidence, 

“(3) A mandatory provision for competent, 
legally trained counsel at the trial for both 
the prosecution and the defense. 

“(4) A prohibition against requesting any 
statement from the accused without warning, 
and against compelling self-incrimination, 
and against reception in evidence of improp- 
erly obtained statements. 

“(5) Provision for equal process to accused 
and prosecution for obtaining witnesses and 
depositions and a provision allowing only the 
aecused to use depositions in a capital case. 

“(6) A provision giving an accused enlist- 
ed man the privilege of having enlisted men 
as members of the court trying his case. 

“(7) A provision whereby voting on chal- 
lenges, findings and sentence is by secret bal- | 
lot of the members of the court. 

“(8) A provision requiring the law officer 
to instruct the court on the record concerning 
the elements of the offenses, presumption of 
innocence and the burden of proof. 

“(9) A provision for an automatic review 
of the trial record for errors of law and of 
fact by a Board of Review with the right of 











the accused to be represented by legally com- 
petent counsel. 





“(10) A provision for the review of ‘the 


record for errors of law by the Judicial Coun- 
cil. This review automatic in the case 
where the sentence is death or dismissal and

represented by competent counsel. 

“(11) A prohibition against receiving pleas 
of guilty in capital cases,

“(1) The trial counsel and defense counsel 

must be equally qualified, 
In cases where a bad conduct dis- 
charge has been imposed a full stenographic 
transcript must be taken and the case is re- 
viewed in the same fashion as a general 
court-martial record. 

(3) Peremptory challenge and voting by 
secret ballot is provided as in a general court- 
martial.

Among some of the provisions designed to 
prevent interference with the due administra- 
tion of justice are the following: 

“(1) The convening authority may not re- 
fer charges for trial until they are found 
legally sufiicient by the staff judge advocate 
or legal officer. 

Che staff judge advocate or legal offi- 
cer is authorized to communicate directly 
with the Judge Advocate General. 

“(3) All counsel at a general court-martial 
trial! are required to be lawyers and to be 
certified by the Judge Advocate General as 
qualified to perform their legal duties. 

“(4) The law officer—a competent lawyer— 
rules on all questions raised at the trial, ex- 
cept on a motion for a directed verdict and 
on the issue of the accused’s sanity. 

“(5) The convening authority must not act 
on a finding or sentence of a general court- 
martial without first obtaining the advice of 
his staff judge advocate or legal officer, 

“(6) The Board of Review, situated in the 
office of the Judge Advocate General and re- 
moved from the convening authority, is com- 
posed of legally trained men and reviews the 
trials record for errors of law and of fact. 

“(7) The Judicial Council is composed of 
civilians and passes finally on all questions 
of law. 

“(8) Then counsel appear before the Board 
of Review and the Judicial Council, both 
parties must represented by qualified 
lawyers. 

“(9) Censure by a commanding officer of a 
court-martial or any member or officer there- 
of because of any judicial action of the court 
or any member or officer is forbidden and 
any attempt improperly to influence official 
action in any aspect of a trial or its review 
is prohibited. 

Elements of Command 

“Among the command functions which are 
found in the present Articles of War and 
Articles for the Government of the Navy, the 
following provisions have been retained: 

“(1) Commanding officers refer the charges 
in general, special and summary courts- 
martial and convene the courts, 

(2) Commanding  oflicers 
members of the courts. 

“(3) Commanding officers appoint the law 
officer and counsel for the trial, 

“(4) Commanding officers retain full power 
to set aside findings of guilty and to modify 
or change the sentence, but are not permit- 
ted to interfere with verdicts of not guilty 
nor to increase the severity of the sentence 
imposed. 

“(5) The powers of commanding officers at 
Mast and Company punishment are retained 
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for minor offenses which require prompt ac- 
tion and for which gomparatively light pun- 


ishments can be imposed. The procedural 
safeguards in this type of non-judicial pun- 
ishment are considerably less than in the 
courts-martial, but are believed to be rea- 
sonably adequate.” 


Seek Authority for Radar Net 

Air Force officials and Army and Navy 
representatives went before the Durham 
subcommittee of the House Armed Serv- 
ices Committee this week to urge passage 
of legislation authorizing the expenditure 
during tiseal years 1949 and 1950 of $171,- 
000,000 for construction of a land-based 
radar network “within and without the 
continental limits of the United States.” 

Sponsored by Representative Durham 
(D-N.C.), the measure had the active 
support during preliminary testimony, of 
General Muir 8S. Fairchild, Vice Chief 
of Staff, USAF; Maj. Gen. Gordon P. 
Saville, USAF; Lt. Col. William E. Ek- 
man, USA; and Col. Verne J. McCaul, 
USMC, representing the Navy. 

Succinctly, General Fairchild declared : 
“We know of no effective defense of any 
sort against attack from the air in the ab- 
sence of such a system.” General Fair- 
child said the bill has the approval of 
the Secretary of Defense and the Bureau 
of the Budget. 

General Saville testified that “a definite 
plan and program for the establishment 
of an aircraft warning and control sys- 
iem in the United States and Alaska 
has now been finalized by the Air Force 
and reviewed and approved by the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff and the Secretary of De- 
fense.” The proposed bill would imple- 
ment the plan. 

Continuing, General Saville stated in 
support of the need of a radar system: 

“The basic active defense weapon for any 
large area such as the United States is the 
fighter airplane—because of its tactical mo- 
bility and radius of action, Anti-aircraft artil- 
lery, barrage balloons, rockets, and similar 
weapons are employed in local defense of 
selected installations and localities. This em- 
ployment serves to increase the effectiveness 
of the overall air defense, but primary reli- 
ance for the overall air defense of large areas 
must be placed in fighter aircraft. For this 
reason, the first consideration in organizing 
an aircraft warning and control system for 
the United States is to meet the requirements 
for fighter defense. 

“Fighters may be moved quickly to meet 
changing situations, but an aircraft warning 
system is relatively fixed. We must, therefore, 
provide an aircraft warning service in those 
areas in which it appears likely that we may 
be required to deploy fighters. The establish- 
ment of an aircraft warning service is, in ef- 
fect, an ‘organization of the ground’ to pro- 
vide a capability for utilizing fighters effec- 
tively, Actual fighter deployment will depend 
upon the force available and the tactical situ- 
ation.”

General of the Air Force 

“To establish the grade of General of 
the Air Force,” Senator Tydings (D-Md.) 
has this week introduced S. 796. The 
objective of the legislation is to provide 
that the Air Force shall have the grade 
of general within it so that the former 
Chief of the Air Force, General H. H. 
Arnold, now on the retired list with the 
rank of “General of the Army,” may be 
titled “General of the Air Force.” 

General Arnold was created a five-star 
General of the Army on 23 March, 1946, 
along with 3 other Army officers and 4 
officers of the Navy. Subsequent to that 
time, the Air Force came into independent 
existence. The proposed legislation would 
enable General Arnold to have the title 
of General of his own branch of the Mili- 
tary Establishment. 

The bill provides that: 

“The grade of any individual transferred 
in the grade of General of the Army from 
the Regular Army to the United States Air 
Force, pursuant to the National Security Act 
of 1947 (Act of 26 July 1947; 61 Stat. 695), 
is herewith designated ‘General of the Air 


Force.’ 

“Nothing herein shall be construed as ap- 
pointing any individual to a new or differ- 
ent office or to alter or prejudice the status 
of any individual concerned so as to deprive 
him of any pay or allowances, rights, bene- 
fits, or privileges to which he may be en- 
titled under existing law.”

A new unofiicial transcontinental speed 
record of 3 hours 46 minutes was estab- 
lished 8 Feb. by a sixty-ton XB-47 
Stratojet bomber with U. 8S.

Howell at the controls. 

The Swept-Wing, Six-Jet Airplane 
dashed 2,289 miles from Moses Lake Air 
Force Base in central Washington State 
to Andrews Air Force Base, Md., non- 
stop at an average speed of 607.8 miles an 
hour. 

The flight cut 27 minutes and 23 seconds 
from the all-type west-east speed record 
of four hours and thirteen minutes and 
twenty-three seconds established 26 Jan. 
1946, by Col. W. H. Councill in an Air 
Force F-80 Lockheed jet fighter, flying 
the 181-mile longer route from Long 
Beach, Calif., to LaGuardia Field, New 
York,

“Bill” S. Irvine’s west-east dash of five 
hours twenty-seven minutes on 12 Dec.

Classed ag a light bomber in the “600- 
miles-per-hour” speed range, the thin- 
winged, tandem-(bicycle)-geared Strato- 
jet is one of two experimental models 
built for the Air Force by Boeing Air- 
plane Company. 

One day later, the YB-49 Flying Wing 
bomber, piloted by Maj. Robert L. Card- 
enas, with Capt. Wilbur W. Seller as co- 
pilot, flew from Muroe AFB, Calif., to 
Andrews AFB in 4 hours and 25 minutes 
at an average ground speed of 511 miles 
an hour. Distance between the two bases 
is 2258 miles. 

The YB-49 is in the 500 mile-an-hour 
class, has a combat radius of over 1,500 
miles and can carry a bomb load of more 
than 15 tons. The plane is powered by 
eight J-35 jet engines producing a total 
thrust of 32,000 pounds. 

The maximum takeoff weight of the 
YB-49 is approximately 213,000 pounds 
and has an empty weight of about 88,000 
pounds. It has a service ceiling of over 
30,000 feet. The flying wing has a span 
of 172 feet, but is only 53 feet long, due 
to the absence of the conventional fusel- 
age. It is 15 feet high. It was manufac- 
tured by Northrup.

aircraft. Advanced oxygen equipment, de- 
vices for escape from damaged aircraft, 
survival equipment, and the like, are con- 
tinually in a state of development to keep 
up with changing conditions of flight. 
Drugs used to treat flying personnel must 
be evaluated in the light of their possible 
effects on flying. Effects that might prove 
detrimental to flying efficiency are fer- 
reted out by the research laboratory at 
the School of Aviation Medicine at Ran- 
dolph Field. 

The medical service of the Air Force 
is truly a maintenance unit. We endeavor 
to keep the men of the Air Force in sound 
physical and mental condition to enable 
them to operate as nearly perfectly as 
possible. However, both our maintenance 
program which operates to keep the Air 
Force healthy and our research program 
which looks to the future are seriously 
impeded by the acute shortage of medical 
officers. It is hoped, nevertheless, that the 
quality of the medical service rendered 
will not suffer. 





Air Force Selections 
(Continued from First Page) 
earlier board. 

“If an officer fails of selection for any grade 
but is subsequently recommended and pro- 
moted to that grade, his failure in the grade 
from which promoted shall not in any sense 
be counted as a failure of selection when he 
is subsequently considered for further 
promotion. 

(“If a ‘deferred officer’ is not recommended 
by the next consecutive selection board, he 
shall, on that date which is one year and 30 
days subsequent to the date on which he 
would have appointed in the next higher 
grade had he been recommended by the first 
of two consecutive selection boards be elimi- 
nated from the active list . , . and retired or 
separated as the case may be.’’) 

This would mean that if any of the 
50 officers previously deferred are passed 
over this second time—and is more than 
two years away from retirement—he 
would be separated on 2 Feb. 1950, one 
year and 30 days after permanent pro- 
motions were effected on 2 Jan. 1949. If 
he were within two years of retirement, 
he would be kept on duty until the date 
of his retirement. 

The Air Force said members of the new 
board have not yet been named, but an- 
nounced that the board to select new per- 
manent captains will include no members 
who served on the previous board. This is 
in conformity with the Officer Personnel 
Act. 

A recapitulation of regular officer 
strength of the Air Force showed this 
week that of the 20,000 authorized, 17,937 
are on active duty. This does not include 
the 400 WAF officers authorized for the 
Regular Air Force. 

Of the 17,937 Regular officers, 6212 are 
captains, 1647 over the 4565 permanent 
captains authorized for the Air Force. 

However, the Air Force is permitted to 
exceed the permanent captain limitation 
by a number equivalent to the vacancies 
existing in higher permanent grades, or, 
by any number necessary to promote of- 
ficers eligible and selected on the basis 
of having completed the required seven 
years’ service. 

The Air Force has 94 Regular general 
officers, 569 colonels, 1466 lieutenant colo- 
nels, 3210 majors, 6212 captains, 5649 
first lieutenants and 737 second lieu- 
tenants. 





Medical Procurement Agency 

The official designation of the Army- 
Navy Medical Procurement Office, Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., has been changed to Armed 
Services Medical Procurement Agency, ac- 
cording to an announcement by Col. Stuart 
G. Smith, commanding officer. 

The redesignation is in connection with 
the recent establishment of the Armed 
Services Medical Procurement Board by 
the Secretaries of the Army, Navy, and 
Air Force under which the procurement 
agency directly operates. 
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AF Plans Non-Segregation Policy 

Top officials of the United States Air 
Force have set 31 Dec. 1949 as a target 
date for the implementation of a sweep- 
ing personnel policy change which would 
eliminate segregation, is was learned this 
week, 

The plan of the Air Force to terminate 
applicability of the Gillem Report to 
negro officer and ‘enlisted personnel is ex- 
pected to be aired in detail at the second 
meeting of the President’s Commission 
on Equality of Treatment and Oppor- 
tunity in the Armed Forces. The next 
session of this Commission, under chair- 
manship of Mr. Charles Fahey, former 
Solicitor General, is tentatively scheduled 
for 17 and 18 Feb. in Washington. 

An outline of the new Air Force policy 
was presented to members of the Com- 
mission at a recent initial meeting in 
Washington, attended by representatives 
of all the Armed Services. 

It is reported authoritatively that the 
Air Force study, already approved by its 
ranking civilian and military officials, 
ealls for a “100 per cent” elimination of 
segregation. Imposition of a specific time 
date indicates that Air Force experts 
have spelled out the implementation and 
ramifications of the policy in explicit de- 
tail. 

Reportedly of immediate major concern 
to the Air Force is the impending deac- 
tivation of the all-negro 332d Fighter 
Wing, under command of Col. B. O. Davis, 
jr., son of a retired Army brigadier gen- 
eral. Beset by budget limitations, the Air 
Force is considering elimination of the 
negro wing as part of the cutback required 
in the 1950 budget. Air Force officials 
want to reassign its personnel throughout 
the various Air Force Commands, with- 
out regard to race. 

Responsible sources indicate that the 
Air Force has prepared a detailed plan 
for the dispersion of its negro personnel 
and presumably the Fahey Commission 
will review all aspects of the personnel 
policy at its forthcoming meeting. 

It is believed that the 30 negro Air 
Force officers, seven warrant officers and 
10 WAF officers will be given assignments 
on a world-wide basis, dependent solely 
upon their special proficiencies. Among its 
negro officers, the Air Force has 122 who 
are rated, of whom 115 are pilots. Seven 
are navigators. 

Colonel Davis is the ranking negro 
officer in the Air Force. There are two 
lieutenant colonels and 12 majors among 
the negro officers holding field grade rank. 
Presumably, some of these would be as- 
signed to higher echelon schools for train- 
ing which would lead to higher command 
assignments. 

In addition to Colonel Davis, 66 other 
negro Air Force officers hold regular com- 
missions, of whom two are graduates of 
the U. S. Military Academy. Sixty are 
rated officers. 

The only negro officers currently as- 
signed to tactical air units are those as- 
signed to elements of the 332d, with op- 
erational headquarters at Lockbourne 
AFB, Ohio. 

With regard to reassignment of its 
23,857 negro enlisted personnel, who com- 
prise 6.7 per cent of the total Air Force 
strength, it is understood that the new 
policy calls for three phases: 

1. Highly skilled flight crewmen and 
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maintenance personnel of proven emo- 
tional stability and capable of exemplary 
performance of duty without regard to 
place of assignment will be selected for 
immediate world-wide assignment upon 
implementation of the new plan. 

2. Less skilled personnel, who nonethe- 
less have revealed promise of becoming 
proficient airmen, probably will be sent 
to Air Force schools for additional train- 
ing. 

3. Those enlisted men who are not 
deemed—after careful screening—to be of 
potential value in fulfilling complex Air 
Force assignments will be separated from 
service. 

This third step is said to have the full 
support of negro personnel within the Air 
Force, who want to be placed on a square- 
ly competitive basis for all future ad- 
vancement. It is said that because a con- 
siderable number of negro enlisted airmen 
may not be able to meet the General 
Classification Test requirements, the 
number of initial separations upon im- 
plementation of the plan may be rela- 
tively high. 

Other aspects of the Air Force plan, 
not yet submitted to the Fahey Commis- 
sion, are expected to be disclosed follow- 
ing the forthcoming meetings. It is re- 
ported that the .Army and Navy have 
been asked to study the plan and to sub- 
mit their comments. Possibly also Secre- 
tary of Defense James Forrestal will call 
upon his recently created Personnel Policy 
Board to submit its recommendations. 








Reassign Four AF Generals 

Reassignment of Four Air Force gen- 
erals has been announced. Brig. Gen. 
Yantis H. Taylor, commanding general 
of the Fourth Fighter Wing, Andrews 
AFB, Md., will become deputy command- 
ing general of Air Defense Command, 
with station at Andrews AFB. 

Maj. Gen. James D. McIntyre, formerly 
special assistant to the Secretary of the 
AF, has been assigned as Deputy Director 
of Legislative Liaison in the Office of the 
Secretary of Defense. 

Brig. Gen. Frederick Von H. Kimble, 
former commanding general of the 
Aleutian Section, Alaskan Air Command, 
Davis AFB, has been assigned to Wash- 
ington as a member of the AF Personnel 
Council. 

Brig. Gen. Charles EB. Thomas, Jjr., 
formerly with the Air Division, Joint U. 8. 
Military Advisory Group in China, has 
been named commanding general of the 
1503d Air Transport Wing in Tokyo. 


Naval Liaison With TAC

ITHIN two months after its organization the Continental Air Command has 

demonstrated its ability to serve the country as promptly and efficiently in 
peace, as it may be expected to do in war. Formed to co-operate with the Army and 
Navy in defense of the American continent against foreign aggression this new force 
finds itself engaged in a colossal battle with a foe it had not planned to meet—the 
western blizzard. It is carrying out a peacetime mission of the greatest importance, 
taking food, fuel and forage to ranch families and their many thousand head of 
livestock, snowbound on the western ranges. In this operation it serves as a member 
of the Army-Navy-Air Force team, fighting to defeat the disaster threatened by 
devastating blizzards and prolonged sub-zero temperatures. In Nevada alone during 
the past two weeks our airmen have dropped more than 1,000 tons of baled hay to 
many herds of starving cattle. All Services are co-operating in this rescue work. 
The Naval Air Station at Fallon, Nevada, serves as an advance base. Naval planes, 
helicopters and technicians are participating. National Guard and Reserve pilots, 
Marine Corps and Coast Guard personnel as well as members of the Civil Air Patrol, 
using their own planes, are working with Regular airmen, with tireless zeal under 
the most adverse weather conditions. The operation now extends from South Dakota 
to Nevada. Transport planes and bombers are used to carry feed; helicopters carry 
fuel and food to snowbound farm families; and fighter craft on reconnaissance duty 
search for isolated herds. Ground troops of the Fifth Army are clearing roads and 
opening up trails to farm houses and ranches, and re-establishing communications 
with towns and villages, which have been completely cut off from the world by the 
unprecedented snowfall. More than 6,000 soldiers and civilians, under Army direction, 
are fighting through the snow with 2,500 pieces of equipment, including tractors, 
bulldozers, graders and snow plows. Thousands of miles of roads have been reopened, 
hundreds of families have been rescued, and hundreds of thousands of cattle and 
sheep have been saved. This tremendous accomplishment has amazed the public and 
earned for the tireless participams the gratitude of the nation. This operation 
demonstrates once again that when disaster strikes the Armed Services provide a 
major force, readily available, on which the country may rely with complete confidence. 


(ae Omar N. Bradley this week completed his first year in office as Chief 
of Staff of the United States Army. The year was marked by numerous devel- 
opments of outstanding importance to the Army and its personnel. During the period 
many of the details arising out of the separation of the Air Force from the Army 
were satisfactorily adjusted to the mutual advantage of both Services. Selective 
Service wag put in operation smoothly and new training techniques were developed 
and adopted. Through the draft and through voluntary enlistment the Army attained 
fs au.uorized strength. There was a marked improvement in the morale of American 
soldiers, as evidenced by the greatly increased re-enlistment rate. Field exercises in 
continental United States and overseas demonstrated a steady advance in the combat 
‘efficiency of all elements. Budgetary limitations have prevented the expansion of 
tthe Army to the minimum number believed to be essential to enable it to accomplish 
its assigned mission in the National Military Dstablishment. Nevertheless the Army 
‘today is stronger and more efficient than it was a year ago. This is largely dune to 
rthe tireless energy and the unremitting devotion to duty of the Chief of Staff, who 
-ag head of our ime Army has shown the same inspirational leadership that 
saccounted for his brilliant successes as a field commander in the European eampaigns. 


¥ e- Navy should take immediate action to correct an anomalous situation 
whereby 860 officerg selected from 6,000 candidates for permanent Limited Duty 
UDnly commissions are to be penalized because they were successful. Many of these 
officers are now serving in temporary ranks higher than the permanent grades for 
which they have been selected. But under Public Law 381, they must accept reversion 
to lower rank prior to 7 Aug., 1949, or lose their permanent commissions. However, 
other temporary officers, many of whom were unsuccessful in seeking permanent 
commissions, may retain higher temporary ranks for an indefinite period. Undoubtedly 
the Congress would act favorably on any request of the Navy for legislation granting 
an indefinite extension of the time the permanent LDO officers may retain their 
higher temporary ranks. In this connection, it should be pointed out that in fixing 
the new pay rates for commissioned officers, the Hook Board apparently failed to 
take into consideration the long enlisted service of this class of officers. For example, 
a former enlisted man with 12 years’ service, now serving as a temporary LDO 
lieutenant but forced to be reduced to his permanent rank of ensign because of his 
success in the recent competition would be penalized insofar as longevity pay is 
concerned. This is because no longevity credit is given in the pay bill to an ensign 
after 10 years’ service. With proper Departmental representations, the Congress 
would certainly correct such inequities. The need is most urgent,

U. S. COAST GUARD 








HE President sent to the Senate this 
week the names of the following offi- 
cers for promotion to rear admiral (per- 
manent) in the Coast Guard: Admiral 
Joseph F. Farley, Rear Adm.

Letters of 
application to compete in the March en- 
trance examinations should be submitted 
immediately to the Adjutant General, De- 
partment of the Army, Washington, D. C. 
The letter of application should contain 
the father’s full name, rank or rating, 
branch of Service, and the son’s full name, 
address and date of birth. If the applicant 
is presently in the Armed Forces, his com- 
plete Service address should be included. 

The available vacancies to be filled by 
Presidential appointments are awarded to 
those physically qualified competitors 
making the highest ratings in the order 
of merit established at the annual en- 
trance examination held the first Tuesday 
in March each year.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—The scathing denunciations by President Truman and Secre- 
tary of State Dean Acheson of the sentence of life imprisonment imposed on Josef 
Cardinal Mindszenty by a Hungarian court for opposing the Communist regime are 
indicative of the attitude of practically all non-Communist countries. The persecution 
of this distinguished prelate has met with almost universal condemnation. 

At his press conference on Thursday the President branded the treatment of 
Cardinal Mindszenty as infamous and said the trial would forever be a blot on the 
history of Hungary. He referred to Hungary as a police state, but drew a distinction 
between the people and the current government of that country. The President 
said that the future course of this country with respect to an official protest is now 
under study. 

Previously, Secretary Acheson referred to the cardinal’s imprisonment as a 
eonscienceless attack on religious and personal freedom. He said such proceedings 
eonstitute not the administration of justice, but wanton persecution. The people 
of the United States, he said, are sickened and horrified at this threat to.free institu- 
tions everywhere. 

In Congress the House of Representatives unanimously adopted a resolution 
urging that our Government protest the treatment of the Hungarian cardinal, either 
through the United Nations, or by other appropriate means. Measures were introduced 
in Congress calling upon our Government to sever diplomatic relations with Hungary. 
Several Hungarian consular officials in this country, including the acting consul gen- 
eral in New York, resigned in protest against the action of their government. 

Mass meetings were held in large cities in a number of non-Communist countries 
which expressed horror and indignation at the conviction and sentencing of the 
cardinal. Nine thousand attended a meeting at Albert Hall in London, and 23,000 
were turned away for lack of room. 

Apparently the conviction of the cardinal is having the opposite effect from that 
intended. The Communists undoubtedly had hoped that the trial and imprisonment 
of the leading Hungarian churchman would smother all opposition to the Red regime. 
Instead, it appears to have aroused the conscience of the democracies of the world 
and to have greatly intensified the hostility against Soviet Russia and her puppet 
states. 

In announcing the conviction of Cardinal Mindszenty the presiding judge of the 
Hungarian People’s Court went out of his way to accuse the United States of com- 
plicity in the alleged crimes of the cardinal and his associates. At the same time the 
Hungarian Undersecretary of State for Foreign Affairs made the absurd charge 
that Selden Chapin, United States Minister to Hungary, had led Cardinal Mindszenty 
to believe that a third world war was imminent in which the United States would 
interfere in Hungary. 

At the close of the recent war the United States and the Allied nations received 
an assurance from Hungary that a democratic government, freely chosen by the 
people, would be established, and that there would be no persecutions on account 
of race or religion. The imprisonment of the cardinal is regarded as a direct violation 
of this pledge. 

In an apparent effort to distract attention from the wave of indignation that 
swept over the civilized world as a result of the Mindszenty conviction the Soviet 
delegate to the United Nations at Lake Success made another gesture toward re- 
duction in armament by the great powers. He again proposed that the leading na- 
tions reduce their armed forces by one-third, and announce in the near future a com- 
plete inventory of their stockpiles of weapons, including atomic bombs. This pro- 
posal was practically identical with one decisively rejected by the General Assembly 
of the United Nations at Paris a few months ago. 

It ig pointed out that Russia by the use of the veto had previously blocked 
every effort at progressive disarmament considered by the United Nations. It seems 
clear that any percentage reduction of armed forces would not change the present 
relative strength of the powers, and would leave Russia with her huge land army 
in a most advantageous position, while preventing the rearmament of France as a 
bulwark against Communist aggression. 

The Soviet Union is continuing to heckle Norway in an attempt to keep that 
country out of the proposed Atlantic alliance. First Russia demanded to know whether 
or not Norway was planning to enter such an alliance, and also whether she would 
grant foreign powers bases on Norwegian territory. Norway replied that she would 
consider joining other countries to provide collective security against aggression, 
but that she would not permit foreign nations to establish military bases on her 
soil, except in case of an attack or threat of aggression. Russia bluntly told Norway 
that this reply was unsatisfactory and proposed a mutual non-aggression pact, 
similar to those with Soviet satellites behind the Iron Curtain. 

The proposal was denounced by the Norwegian press which pertinently called 
attention to the fact that Russia had disregarded the terms of similar treaties with 
Baltic countries which she subsequently annexed. Norway has given no indication 
of submitting to Russian intimidation and has dispatched her Foreign Minister, 
Halvard Lange, to Washington to consider the advisability of participating in prepara- 
tory talks on the formulation of the Atlantic Security Treaty. 

Discussions of the proposed treaty have been in progress in Washington for sev- 
eral weeks, with representatives of the United States, Canada, Great Britain, France, 
Belgium, the Netherlands and Luxembourg participating. It is understood that Italy, 
ais well as the Scandinavian countries, will be invited to join the conferences. Ultimate- 
ly the pact would also embrace Eire, Portugal and Iceland, as well as the other 
Furopean and North American countries already considering the question. 

The proposed new treaty is being closely co-ordinated with the European Re- 
covery Program under the Marshall Plan. The administration has requested the 
Congress to appropriate nearly 5.6 billion dollars for the Economic Co-operation 
Administration for the next 15 months, r.early all to be spent for European recovery. 
Both Secretary of State Acheson and Economic Administrator Paul G. Hoffman, 
testifying before a joint session of the Senate and House Committees on Foreign 
Relations, were enthusiastic over the results achieved thus far and optimistic over 
the future. 

Representatives of the United States, Great Britain, France and Russia met in 
London this week, to renew the long-pending talks on the proposed Austrian peace 
treaty. Previous discussions have gotten nowhere because of Russian insistence on 
terms unacceptable to the other powers. One stumbling block was the Russian de- 
mand for a large cession of Austrion territory and heavy reparations payments to 




















Jugoslavia. However, the recent deviation of Tito, the Jugoslav dictator, from the 
party line laid down by the Kremlin, may alter the situation. 

In Greece the Communist guerrillas made the surprise radio announcement that 
General Markos Vafiades, their highly successful military and political leader, had been| 
relieved from his posts as head of the government and in command of the army, op 
account of illness. Some Greek observers speculated on the possibility that the rebel 
leader might have been executed in a Moscow-directed purge, because of his friend. 
ship for Tito. 

Peace prospects in China are still bogged down. President Li, still at Nanking 
continues his unsuccessful efforts to bring about negotiations with the successful 
Communists, while at Canton, the new capital, Dr. Sun Fo, the nationalist premier| 
announces that the Red terms are much too harsh, and the government has no choige 
but to continue the war.

Promoted from Second to First Lieutenant 
a few days ago, Lt. Dlizabeth F. Purcell has been on duty in the Neuro-Psychiatrie 
Service of Walter Reed General Hospital since returning to aetive duty in May, 
1948. She previously served in the Army Nurse Corps from February, 1945, to Febru 
ary, 1946. Lieutenant Pureell received her training in the School of Nursing at the 
Scranton State Hospital in Seranton, Pa. Her home is in Bradenton, Fla. 


Army and AF Reserve Warrant Offieers—Legislation which would authorizd 
appointment of warrant officers in the Organized Reserve Corps of the Army and 
in the Air Force Reserve has been submitted to Congress. Provisions for such ap 
pointments are contained in H.R. 1437, the permanent authorization bill for thd 
Army and Air Force, submitted by Chairman Vinson of the House Armed Serviced 
Committee. 

Failure to adopt authorization for the reserve warrant officers, it is said, would 
mean that warrant officers of the AUS and AFUS would be relieved from activ 
duty, since there is only temporary provision for their service. Also, it is pointed 
out that many former warrant officers who signed up for the Enlisted Reserve Corps 
as master sergeants would be frozen in that grade permanently unless Congres 
authorizes their Reserve appointments as warrant officers.

Army Organization Bill—The Department of the Army is completing the prepary 
tion of a draft of a bill to provide statutory authority for the present organizati0 
of the department. At present the department is functioning under a series of Exeti 
tive Orders issued under the war powers of the President. These orders expire ! 
30 June 1949. This would leave the pre-war National Defense Act as the only pertinel 
statute covering the organization of the department and the Army. However, mal 
of its provisions are inapplicable to present conditions, and some of them have be 
superseded by recent legislation, particularly those pertaining to promotions a 
separations. 

The present organization of the General Staff and of the Arms and Servi 
does not conform to the National Defense Act, and some new offices and services, sut 
as the Office of the Army Comptroller, the Transportation Corps, and the Corps 
Military Police, were added during the war, without specific statutory authori! 
No Congressional opposition to the new Organization Bill is expected. 

Officials of the Air Force will not request the passage of a new organic act! 
this time. While the National Defense Act covers the Air Corps, which was a Pi 
of the Army when that law was enacted, it is felt that its provisions have been eff 
tively superseded by recent legislation. At some time in the future, possibly at 
next session of Congress, the Air Force expects to ask for legislation covering ! 
organization, but it is felt that additional time is needed in order that its organi 
tional requirements can be more definitely determined in the light of experience.

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Seek Improved Range Finders—In cooperation with the Army Ordnance Depart- 
ment, the National Bureau of Standards, Washington, D. O., has established a new 
laboratory for the study of range-finder performance. The research facility is equipped 
with a specially designed precision instrument capable of simulating optically a target 
for eight different ranges under controlled conditions corresponding to a wide climate 
range. 

Scientists explain that the optical range finder used by the Armed Forces is per- 
haps the most intricate and costly optical apparatus that has been developed. It is 
described as a double telescope system in which the entrance pupils are widely 
separated at a known fixed distance, while the oculars are spaced for binocular use 
by a single observer. Range is obtained by a triangulation method, in which the rays 
proceeding from the target to the entrance pupils form a triangle with the base length 
of the instrument. .

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~ Complete Text of New Service Pay Bill As Introduced in Conégress 


Pay Bill Text 


OLLOWING is the text of the “Career 

Compensation Act of 1949,” the Serv- 
ice pay bill, as introduced in Congress 
this week. 

The bill was introduced by Representa- 
tive Kilday (D-Tex.) who is chairman of 
the subcommittee which will conduct the 
hearings. It bears the number HR 2553 
and the title “A bill to provide pay, allow- 
ances, retirement, and survivor benefits 
for members of the Army, Navy, Air 
Force, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, Coast 
and Geodetic Survey, Public Health Serv- 
ice, the Reserve components thereof, the 
National Guard and the Air National 
Guard, and for other purposes.” 

DEFINITIONS 

Sec. 102, For the purposes of this Act— 

(a) The term “uniformed services,” unless 
otherwise qualified, shall be interpreted to 
mean and include the Army of the United 
States, Navy, Air Force of the United States, 
Marine Corps, Coast Guard, Coast and Geo- 
detic Survey, and Public Health Service and 
all regular and reserve components thereof. 
The Army of the United States without speci- 
fication as to any component thereof, the Air 
Force of the United States without specifica- 
tion as to any component thereof, the Fed- 
erally recognized National Guard and the 
Federally recognized Air National Guard 
shall be deemed to be reserve components 
of the uniformed service concerned for the 
purposes of this subsection, Such term shall 
exclude the Philippine Scouts and the insular 
force of the Navy. 

(b) The term “member” means a commis- 
sioned officer, commissioned warrant officer, 
warrant officer, flight officer, and enlisted per- 
son, including a retired person, of the uni- 
formed services, 

(ec) The term “officer,” unless otherwise 
qualified, means a commissioned officer, com- 
missioned warrant officer, warrant officer, and 
flight officer of the uniformed services, 

(d) The term “commissioned officer’ means 
a member of the uniformed services having 
rank or grade above that of commissioned 
warrant officer, warrant officer, or flight offi- 
cer, except that for purposes of section 208 
of this Act such term shall be limited to the 
definition prescribed in subsection (a) of said 
section. 

(e) The term “warrant officer’’ means a com- 
missioned warrant officer, warrant officer, or 
flight officer, including a master, chief engi- 
neer, first mate, or assistant engineer of the 
Army Mine Planter Service. 

(f) The term “Secretary” shall be construed 
to mean the Secretary of the Army, the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, the Secretary of the Air 
Force, the Secretary of the Treasury, the 
Secretary of Commerce, or the Federal Se- 
curity Administrator, as the case may be. 

(zg) The term “dependent” shall be inter- 
preted to mean the lawful spouse or a son or 
daughter under 18 years of age of any mem- 
ber of the uniformed services, or any of the 
following relatives of any such member who 
receives over half of his or her support from 
such member during the period when any 
allowance resulting from dependency is 
claimed: (1) a son or a daughter over 18 years 
of age, or a descendant of either; (2) a step- 
son or stepdaughter; (3) a brother, sister, 
stepbrother, or stepsister; (4) a father or 
mother or an ancestor of either; (5) a step- 
father or stepmother; (6) a son or daughter 
of a brother or sister; (7) a brother or sister 
of the father or mother; or (8) a son-in-law, 
daughter-in-law, father-in-law, mother-in- 
law, brother-in-law, or sister-in-law. 

As used in this subsection, the terms 
“brother” and “sister” include a brother or 
sister by the halfblood. For the purpose of 
determining whether any of the foregoing re- 
lationships exists, a legally adopted child 
shall be considered a child by blood, The 
term “dependent” does not include any indi- 
vidual who is a citizen or a subject of a 
foreign country unless such individual is a 
resident of the United States, its territories, 
or possessions, or of a country contiguous 
to the United States, but this limitation shall 
not apply when that individual as a depend- 
ent is with such member on a foreign duty 
tour of service undertaken pursuant to com- 
petent orders, 

(h) The term “basic allowance” shall be 
interpreted to mean only the “basic allow- 
ance for quarters” and the “basic allowance 
for subsistence.” 

(i) The term “inactive duty training” shall 
be interpreted to mean any of the training, 
instruction, duty, appropriate duties, or 
equivalent training, instruction, duty, appro- 
priate duties or hazardous duty performed 
with or without compensation by members of 
the reserve components of the uniformed serv- 
ices as may be prescribed by the Secretary 
concerned pursuant to section 601 of this Act 
or any other provision of law, and in addition 
thereto shall include the performance of spe- 
cial additional duties by such members on a 
volunteer basis in connection with the pre- 
scribed training or maintenance activities of 





the unit to which the members are assigned: 
Provided, That the term “inactive duty train- 
ing” shall not include work or study per- 
formed by such members in connection with 
correspondence courses of the uniformed 
services. 

(i) The term “beneficiaries” shall be inter- 
preted to mean only a lawful wife or hus- 
band, children, including. adopted children, 
under 18 years of age, and a father and 
mother. 

(k) The terms “he,” “his.” and “him” in- 
clude the terms “she” and “her.” 

TITLE II—PROVISIONS RELATING TO

Section 201. (a) For the purpose of com- 
puting the basic pay of members of the uni- 
formed services, pay grades are prescribed, 
and monthly basic pay for such members is 
established within each pay grade according 
to cumulative years of service, as follows:

(3) in the case of commissioned officers 
heretofore or hereafter appointed in the Med- 
ical Corps or the Dental Corps of the Regu- 
lar Army, of the Officers Reserve Corps, of 
the Federally recognized National Guard, of 
the National Guard of the United ‘States, of 
the Army of the United States without speci- 
fication as to any component thereof, of the

(b) Members of the uniformed services shall 
not accrue additional service credit for basic

Sec. 203. (a) The term “commissioned offi- 
cers,” as used in this section means only (1) 
commissioned officers of and general officers 
appointed from the Medical or Dental Corps 
of the Regular Army, of the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps, of the Federally recognized National 
Guard, of the National Guard of the United 
States, or of the Army of the United States 
without specification of any component there- 
of, (2) commissioned officers of the Medical 
or Dental Corps of the Navy or of the Naval 
Reserve, (3) commissioned officers of and 
general officers appointed from the Medical 
or Dental Corps of the Legular Air Force, 
of the officers’ section of the Air Force Re- 
serve, of the Air National Guard, or of the 
Air Force of the United States without speci- 
fication of any component thereof, and (4) 
commissioned medical and dental oflicers of 
the Regular or Reserve Corps of the Public 
Health Service, but excludes any such offi- 
cers while serving as medical or dental in- 
terns. 

(b) Commissioned officers now on active 
duty who have been ordered thereto for peri- 
ods in excess of 30 days, or commissioned 
officers who, prior to 1 September 1952, enter 
upon active duty for periods in excess of 30 
days shall, in addition to basic pay, be en- 
titled to receive special pay at the rate of 
$100 per month for each month of such active 
duty: Provided, That such pay shall be paid 
only during periods of volunteer service: 
Provided further, That, subsequent to 1 Sep- 
tember 1952 such pay shall continue to be 
paid only so long as the active service of a 
commissioned officer entitled to such pay on

self on a civilian basis in the geographic area 
where serving: (2) when permission to mess 
separately is granted, an amount equivalent 
to the average daily cost of the individual 
ration provided by the Government: or (3) 
when assigned to duty under emergency con- 
ditions where no Government messing facil- 
ities are available, an amount equivalent to 
the average daily cost to the enlisted person 
of procuring subsistence under such emer- 
gency conditions in the geographic area 
where serving, Officers shall, at all times, be 
paid such allowance on a monthly basis, En- 
listed persons shall be paid the appropriate 
allowance on a daily basis when rations in 
kind are not furnished, when permission to 
mess separately is granted, or when assigned 
to duty under emergency conditions where 
no Government messing facilities are avail- 
able: Provided, That. if any such allowance 
is payable to an enlisted person for a period 
in excess of 30 days, it shall be paid on a 
30-day month basis. 

(c) Enlisted persons shall be entitled to 
receive the appropriate basic allowance for 
subsistence while on an authorized leave of 
absence or while sick in hospital: Provided, 
That, any such allowance shall not accrue 
when such persons are, in fact, being sub- 
sisted at Government expense. 

(d) Payment of the basie allowance for 
subsistence, when authorized, may be made 
to enlisted persons in advance for a period 
of not exceeding one month. 

(e) The President may prescribe regula- 
tions for the administration of this section.

for temporary periods of less than three 
months shall not be counted as field duty 
or sea duty for purposes of this subsection. 

(e) Members of the uniformed services as- 
signed to Government quarters which are 
sub-standard, which are not appropriate to 
their ranks or grades, if without dependents, 
or which are not appropriate to their ranks 
or grades or not adequate for themselves and 
dependents. if with dependents, shall pay 
rent on a monthly basis, the monthly rental 
rate to be based on prevailing civilian rental 
rates for similar civilian-owned housing in 








the same general geographical locality, 
(f) No member of the uniformed services

TRAVEL AND TRANSPORTATION 
ALLOWANCES 

303. (a) Under regulations prescribed 
by the President, members of the uniformed 
services shall be entitled to travel and trans- 
portation allowances for travel without troops 
performed or to be performed under compe- 
tent orders within the continental limits of 
the United States, and without regard to 
the comparative costs of the various modes 
of transportation: Provided, That for travel 
performed repeatedly between two or more 
places in the same vicinity while on official 
business away from their designated posts 
of duty, travel and transportation allowances 
may be authorized regardless of the issuance 
of orders authorizing such travel and regard- 
less of the length of time away from such 
designated posts of duty. The Presisdent may, 
by regulation, prescribe (1) the conditions 
under which travel and transportation allow- 
ances shall be authorized, (2) the allowance 
which shall be authorized for each specified 
type of travel, and (3) the monetary amount 
payable, if any, in connection with each such 
allowance, The travel and transportation al- 
lowance which shall be authorized for each 
specified type of travel shall be limited to 
one of the following: (1) transportation in 
kind or reimbursement therefor, (2) trans- 
portation in kind or reimbursement therefor, 
plus actual and necessary expenses or a per 
diem in lieu thereof, or (3) a monetary al- 
lowance in lieu of transportation in kind, 
plus actual and necessary expenses or a per 
diem in lieu thereof, 

(b) Within the monetary amounts pre- 
scribed by the President pursuant to subsec- 
tion (a) of this section for actual and neces- 
sary expenses or the per diem in lieu thereof, 
and under regulations prescribed by the Sec- 
retaries concerned, members of the uniformed 
services shall, for travel with or without 
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troops by sea or air performed or to be per- 
formed under competent orders between a 
port in the continental United States and a 
foreign country, a possession of the United 
States, or the territory of Hawaii, or for 
travel with or without troops by sea per- 
formed or to be performed under competent 
orders on government-owned vessels for 
which no fare is charged hetween ports with- 
in the continental United States or between 
the continental United States and Alaska, be 
entitled to receive transportation in kind or 
reimbursement therefor, and, in addition 
thereto, payment for such actual and neces- 
sary expenses as are incident to such travel 
or per diem in lieu therof: Provided, That for 
any travel without troops performed or to 
be performed under competent orders in the 
Hawaiian Archipelago, between ports within 
the continental United States by commercial 
vessel, or between the continental United 
States and Alaska’ by commercial vessel, 
travel and transportation allowances shall be 
authorized under the same conditions and 
at the same rates as are prescribed pursuant 
to subsection (a) of this section for travel 
within the continental United States. 

(ec) Under regulations prescribed by the 
President, the Secretaries concerned may au- 
thorize payment to members of the uniformed 
services on duty outside the continental 
United States or in Alaska, whether or not 
in a travel status, of actual and necessary 
expenses or per diem in lieu thereof, consid- 
ering all elements of cost of living, including 
costs of quarters, subsistence, and other 
necessary expenses, 

(d) Under such conditions, in such amounts, 
to and from such locations, and for such 
distances as may be prescribed by the Presi- 
dent, and without regard to the comparative 
costs of the various modes of transportation, 
members of the uniformed services shall be 
entitled to transportation in kind or reim- 
bursement therefor, or a monetary allowance 
in lieu of such transportation in kind, for 
dependents, and to transportation (including 
packing, crating, drayage, temporary storage, 
and unpacking) of baggage and household 
goods and effects, or reimbursement therefor, 
When no change of permanent station is in- 
volved, the President shall authorize such 
transportation, reimbursement therefor, or 
monetary allowance in lieu thereof, as the 
ease may be, only under unusual or emer- 
gency circumstances, including, but not lim- 
ited to, (1) circumstances when duty is being 
performed at places designated by the Secre- 
tary concerned as within zones from which 
dependents should be evacuated for military 
reasons, (2) circumstances when orders di- 
recting a change of permanent station are of 
such a nature that they cannot be used as 
authority for such transportation, (3) cir- 
cumstances when orders which direct tem- 
porary duty travel do not provide for return 
to the permanent station or do not specify 
or imply any limit to the period of absence 
from the permanent station, or (4) circum- 
stances when such members are serving on 
permanent duty at stations outside the con- 
tinental United States or in Alaska, or on 
sea duty. The President may, by regulation, 
define the term “permanent station,” which 
definition shall include, but not be limited to, 
a shore station or the home yard or home 
port of the vessel to which a member of the 
uniformed services entitled to basic pay may 
be ordered; and a duly authorized change in 
home yard or home port of such vessel shall 
be deemed a change of permanent station. 

(e) Under such regulations as may be pre- 
scribed by the President members of the 
uniformed services shall be entitled to any 
of the travel and transportation allowances 
authorized pursuant to this section for travel 
performed or to be performed by such mem- 
ber, for the transportation of his dependents, 
and for the transportation of his baggage 
and household goods and effects, (1) from 
home or from the place from which ordered 
to active duty to first duty station upon 
appointment, call to active duty, enlistment, 
or induction, and (2) from last duty station 
to home or to the place from which ordered 
to active duty upon separation from the 
service, release from active duty, or retire- 
ment, regardless of the fact that such mem- 
ber may not be a member of the uniformed 
services at the time his travel is performed 
or is to be performed, at the time the travel 
of his dependents is performed, or at the 
time his baggage and household goods and 
effects are shipped. 

(f) In prescribing the amounts of any mone- 
tary allowances authorized pursuant to this 
section, the President shall give considera- 
tion to (1) current economic data on the costs 
of transportation, of subsistence during peri- 
ods of travel, and of other incidental expenses 
related to travel, (2) the rates prescribed by 
other departments and agencies of the Gov- 
ernment, and (3) the conditions under which 
travel is to be performed. 

POST AND DUTY ALLOWANCE 

Sec, 304, In such amounts and under such 
regulations as the Secretary concerned may 
prescribe, members of the uniformed services 
entitled to basic pay shall, in addition to any 
other allowances authorized by this Act, be 
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entitled to a money allowance to reimburse 
them for extraordinary and necessary ex- 
penses which may be incurred when assigned 
to posts of high responsibility or in connec- 
tion with the performance of special duties or 

missions engaged in pursuant to competent or- 
ders: Provided, That, except in thoseinstances 

where the Secretary concerned shall determine 
it to be in the interest of National Security, 
any member of the uniformed services receiv- 
ing any allowance under the provisions of this 
section shall account for such allowance to the 
satisfaction of the Secretary concerned. 
PERSONAL MONEY ALLOWANCE 

Sec. 305. (a) Officers entitled to basic pay 
Shall, while serving in the grade of Lieutenant 
General, Vice Admiral, or in an equivalent 
grade or rank, in addition to any other pay 
or allowance authorized by this Act, be en- 
titled to receive a personal money allowance 
of $500 per annum, 

(b) Officers entitled to basic pay shall, while 
Serving in the grade of General, Admiral, or 
in an equivalent grade or rank, in addition to 
any other pay or allowance authorized by 
this Act, be entitled to receive a personal 
money allowance of $2,200 per annum, 

(c) Officers shall, while serving as the Chief 
of Staff of the Army, as the Chief of Naval 
Operations, as the Chief of Staff of the Air 
Force, or as the Commandant of the Marine 
Corps, in lieu of any other Personal Money 
Allowance authorized by this section, but 
in addition to any other pay or allowance 
authorized by this Act, be entitled to receive 
a personal money allowance of $4,000 per 
annum. 

TITLE IV—PROVISIONS RELATING TO

Sec, 401. (a) Officers who have completed 20 
or more years of active Federal service and 
have attained the age of 60 or more years, 
shall, if retirement for age is not mandatory, 
upon making application therefor, be retired 
with service retirement pay computed by the 
application of the retirement pay formula as 
prescribed in section 413 of this title, 

(b) Officers who have completed 30 or more 
years of active Federal service prior to at- 
taining the age of 60 years, may, at any time 
prior to attaining such age, upon making 
application therefor and subject to the ap- 
proval of the Secretary concerned, be retired 
with service retirement pay computed by the 
Application of the retirement pay formula as 
prescribed in section 413 of this title. 

(c) Enlisted persons of the uniformed serv- 
ices who have completed 20 or more but less 
‘than 30 years of active Federal service and 
jhhave attained the age of 50 or more years, 
and enlisted persons of the uniformed services 
who have completed 30 or more years of ac- 
jtive Federal service, shall, upon making ap- 
,plication therefor, be retired with service 
retirement pay computed by the application 
af the retirement pay formula as prescribed 
in section 413 of this title. 

(d) Enlisted persons of the uniformed serv- 
ices who are serving on active duty, have 
served at least the last 10 years on continuous 
active duty, and have completed 25 or more 
but less than 30 years of active Federal serv- 
ice, may, upon making application therefor 
and subject to the approval of the Secretary 
concerned, be retired and receive service re- 
tirement pay computed by the application of 
the retirement pay formula as prescribed in 
section 413 of this title, such pay to begin on 
the date of retirement, or be separated from 
jtheir service and receive severance pay com- 
puted by the application of the severance 
pay formula as prescribed in section 414 of 
this title, 

PAY FOR MEMBERS OF THE UNIFORMED 
SERVICES INVOLUNTARILY RETIRED 
OR SEPARATED 

Sec, 402. (a) Officers who, under any provi- 
sion of law, are required to be involuntarily 
retired or separated from their service for 
reasons other than inefficiency, physical dis- 
ability, moral unfitness, disciplinary action, 
or misconduct, shall, notwithstanding any 
other provision of law, be entitled to be re- 
tired or separated and to receive service re- 
tirement pay or severance pay as hereinafter 
provided: 

(1) Such officers who, on the date upon which 
such other provision of law requires retire- 
mert or separation, are serving on active 
duty, have served at least the last 10 years 
on continuous active duty, and have completed 
25 or more years of active Federal service, 
may elect (A) to be retired and to receive 
service retirement pay computed by the ap- 
plication of the retirement pay formula as 
prescribed in section 413 of this title, such 
pay to begin on the date of retirement; or 
(B) to be separated and to receive severance 
pay computed by the application of the sev- 
erance pay formula as prescribed in section 
414 of this title. 

(2) Such officers who, on the date upon 








which such other provision of law requires 
retirement or separation, are serving on ac- 
tive duty, have served at least the last 10 
years on continuous active duty, and have 
completed 20 or more but less than 25 years 
of active Federal service, may elect (A) to be 
retired and to receive service retirement pay 
computed by the application of the retirement 
pay formula as prescribed in section 413 of 
this title, such pay to begin on the sixtieth 
birthday or the date of retirement of the 
officer concerned, whichever is later; (B) to 
be retired and to receive service retirement 
pay, the rate to be one-half the amount com- 
puted by the application of the retirement 
pay formula as prescribed in section 413 of 
this title, such pay to begin on the date of 
reitrement; or (C) to be separated and te 
receive severance pay computed by the appli- 
cation of the severance pay formula as pre- 
scribed in section 414 of this title. 

(3) Such officers who, on the date upon 
which such other provision of law requires 
retirement or separation, are either not serv- 
ing on active duty, or, if serving on active 
duty, have not served at least the last 5 years 
on continuous active duty, but who have 
completed 20 or more but less than 30 years 
of active Federal service, shall be retired and 
be entitled to receive service retirement pay 
computed by the application of the retirement 
pay formula as prescribed in section 413 of 
this title, such pay to begin on the sixtieth 
birthday or on the date of retirement of the 
officer concerned, whichever is later. 

(4) Such officers who, on the date upon 
which such other provision of law requires 
retirement or separation, are serving on ac- 
tive duty, have served at least the last 5 but 
less than the last 10 years on continuous ac- 
tive duty, and have completed 20 or more but 
less than 30 years of active Federal service, 
may elect (A) to be retired and to receive 
service retirement pay computed by the ap- 
plication of the retirement pay formula as 
prescribed in section 413 of this title, such 
pay to begin on the sixtieth birthday or on the 
date of retirement of the officer concerned, 
whichever is later; or (B) to be separated 
ad to receive severance pay computed by the 
application of the severance pay formula as 
prescribed in section 414 of this title, 

(5) Such officers of the regular components 
of the uniformed services who, on the date 
upon which such other provision of law re- 
quires retirement or separation, are serving 
on active duty, but who do not meet the 
qualifications of active Federal service and 
continuous active duty prescribed in parts 
(1) or (2) of this subsection, shall be sepa- 
rated and be entitled to receive severance 
pay computed by the application of the sev- 
erance pay formula ag prescribed in section 
414 of this title. 

(6) Such officers of any of the reserve com- 
ponents of the uniformed services who, on the 
date upon which such other provision of law 
requires retirement or separation, are on ac- 
tive duty, have at least the last 5 years on 
continuous active duty, but do not meet the 
qualifications of active Federal service as 
prescribed in part (4) of this subsection, shall 
be separated and shall be entitled to receive 
severance pay computed by the application 
of the severance pay formula as prescribed in 
section 414 of this title, 

(b) Enlisted persons of the uniformed serv- 
ices who, under any provision of law, are 
required to be involuntarily retired or sepa- 
rated from their service for reasons other 
than inefficiency, physical disability, moral 
unfitness, disciplinary action, or misconduct, 
shall, notwithstanding any other provision 
of law, be entitled to be retired or separated 
and to receive service retirement pay or sev- 
erance pay as hereinafter provided: 

(1) Such enlisted persons who, on the date 
upon which such other provision of law re- 
quires retirement or separation, are serving 
on active duty, have served at least the last 
10 years on continuous active duty, and have 
completed 25 or more but less than 30 years 
of active Federal service, may elect (A) to be 
retired and to receive service retirement pay 
computed by the application of the retire- 
ment pay formula as prescribed in section 
413 of this title, such pay to begin on the 
date of retirement; or (B) to be separated and 
to receive severance pay computed by the ap- 
plication of the severance pay formula ag pre- 
seribed in section 414 of this title. 

(2) Such enlisted persons who, on the date 
upon which such other provision of law re- 
quires retirement or separation, are serving 
on active duty, have served at least the last 
10 years on continuous active duty, and have 
completed 20 or more but less than 25 years 
of active Federal service, may elect (A) to be 
retired and to receive service retirement pay 
computed by the application of the retire- 
ment pay formula as prescribed in section 
413 of this title, such pay to begin on the 
fiftieth birthday or the date of retirement 
of the enlisted person concerned, whichever 
is later; (B) to be retired and to receive serv- 
ice retirement pay, the rate to be one-half the 
amount computed by the application of the 
retirement pay formula as prescribed in sec- 
tion 413 of this title, such pay to begin on the 
date of retirement; or (C) to be separated and 
to receive severance pay computed by the 
application of the severance pay formula as 
prescribed in section 414 of this title. 

(83) Such enlisted persons who, on the date 
upon which such other provision of law re- 








quires retirement or separation, are either 
not serving on active duty, or, if serving on 
active duty, have not served at least the last 
5 years on continuous active duty, but who 
have completed 20 or more but less than 30 
years of active Federal service, shall be re- 
tired and be entitled to receive service retire- 
ment pay computed by the application of the 
retirement pay formula as prescribed in sec- 
tion 413 of this title, such pay to begin on the 
fiftieth birthday or on the date of retirement 
of the enlisted person concerned, whichever 
is later. 

(4) Such enlisted persons who, on the date 
such other provision of law requires retire- 
ment or separation, are serving on active 
duty, have completed at least the last 5 but 
less than the last 10 years on continuous ac- 
tive duty, and have completed 20 or more but 
less than 30 years of active Federal service, 
may elect (A) to be retired and to receive 
service retirement pay computed by the ap- 
plication of the retirement pay formula as 
prescribed in section 413 of this title, such 
pay to begin on the fiftieth birthday or on 
the date of retirement of the enlisted person 
concerned, whichever is later; or (B) to be 
separated and to receive severance pay com- 
puted by the application of the severance pay 
formula as prescribed in section 414 of this 
title. 

(5) Such enlisted persons of the regular 
components of the uniformed services who, 
on the date upon which such other provision 
of law requires retirement or separation, are 
serving on active duty, but who do not meet

(1) or (2) of this subsection, shall be sepa- 
rated and be entitled to receive severance pay 
computed by the application of the severance 
pay formula as prescribed in section 414 of 
this title. 

(6) Such enlisted persons of any of the re- 
serve components of the uniformed services 
who, on the date upon which such other pro- 
vision of law requires retirement or separa- 
tion, are on active duty, have at least the last 
5 years on continuous active duty, but do not 
meet the qualifications of active Federal serv- 
ice as prescribed in part (4) of this subsec- 
tion, shall be separated and shall be entitled 
to receive severance pay computed by the ap- 
plication of the severance pay formula as 
prescribed in section 414 of this title. 

(c) Refusal by the Government or an en- 
listed member of the uniformed services to 
accept reenlistment shall not, for the pur- 
poses of subsection (b) of this section, con- 
stitute involuntary separation from the serv- 


ice. 

(d) Members of the uniformed services who, 
under any provisions of law, are required by 
reason of age, to be retired or separated from 
their service, shall, if not qualified to be re- 
tired and to receive service retirement pay as 
provided in this title, notwithstanding such 
provisions of law, be separated and be entitled 
to receive severance pay computed by the ap- 
plication of the severance pay formula as 
provided in section 414 of this title: Provided, 
That no member of the uniformed services 
shall, under any prevision of law, be retired 
or separated solely for reasons of age prior 
to such member’s attaining the age of 60 
years. 

(e) Members of any of the reserve com- 
ponents of the uniformed services who do not 
qualify for retirement pay or severance pay 
under the provisions of this title, shall not, 
by reason of the provisions of this title, be 
prohibited from receiving any pay to which 
they are now or to which they may hereafter 
become entitled under the provisions of the 
Act of 29 June 1948 (ch. 708, 62 Stat, 1081) 

(f) Members of the uniformed services who, 
under any provision of law, are separated 
from their service because of inefficiency 
shall, notwithstanding any other provision of 
law, be entitled to receive severance pay only, 
such pay to be determined by multiplying 
the amount computed by the application of 
the severance pay formula as prescribed in 
section 414 of this title by one-half, such 
severance pay in no case to exceed one year’s 
basic pay. 

(zg) Members of the uniformed services 
who, under any provision of law, are sepa- 
rated from their service because of moral 
unfitness, disciplinary action, or misconduct 
shall not be entitled to any of the benefits 
provided in this title. 

RETIREMENT AND RETIREMENT PAY 
FOR PHYSICAL DISABILITY 

Sec. 403, (a) Upon a determination (1) that 
a member of the uniformed services is unfit 
to perform the duties of his office, grade, or 
rating by reason of physical disability, (2) 
that such disability is not due to the mis- 
conduct or willful neglect of such member, (3) 
that such disability is 30 per centum or more 
in accordance with the standard schedule of 
rating disabiiities in current use by the Vet- 
erans Administration, and (4) that such dis- 
ability resulted directly from the perform- 
ance of active duty, full-time training duty, 
other full-time duty, or inactive duty train- 
ing, as the case may be, such member shall 
be retired by the Secretary concerned and 
shall be entitled to disability retirement pay 
pursuant to subsection (c) of this section. 

(b) Upon a determination (1) that a mem- 
ber of a regular component of the uniformed 
services on active duty, or a member of a 
reserve component of the uniformed services 








who has been called or ordered to extended 
active duty for a period in excess of 30 days, ( 
is unfit to perform the duties of his office, 
grade, or rating by reason of physical dis.

Sec, 410. (a) The President, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate, is here- 
by authorized, in his discretion, to reappoint 
to the active list of the appropriate regular 
component of the uniformed services commis- 
sioned officers of the regular components of 
the uniformed services who have been retired 
for physical disability and are subsequently 
found to be physically fit to perform the 
duties of their office on active duty. The 
President, or the Secretary concerned, as the 
case may be, is authorized to reappoint to 
the active list of the appropriate regular com- 
ponent of the uniformed services, warrant 
officers of the regular components of the uni- 
formed services, who have been retired for 
physical disability and are subsequently 
found to be physically fit to perform the 
duties of their office, grade or rating. 

(b) Irrespective of any vacancy in a grade, 
the authorized number of officers in such 
grade shall be temporarily increased, if neces- 
sary, to authorize the appointments required 
by section 408 of this title. 

TAXATION OF DISABILITY RETIRE- 

MENT PAY 

Sec, 411. (a) If on the the date that an 
officer completes 5 continuous years of retire- 
ment for physical disability, he is at least 60 
years of age, or he has completed at least 25 
years of active Federal service, which shall 
include the 5 years spent on such retirement, 
his retirement pay shall thereafter be included 
in his gross income for purposes of Federal 
taxation under the provisions of Chapter 1 
of the Internal Revenue Code, as now or here- 
after amended. 

(b) If on the date that an enlisted person 
completes 5 continuous years of retirement 
for physical disability, he is at least 50 years 
of age, or he has completed at least 20 years 
of active Federal service, which shall include 
the 5 years spent on such retirement, his re- 
tirement: pay shall thereafter be included in 
his gross income for purposes of Federal 
taxation under the provisions of Chapter 1 
of the Internal Revenue Code, ag now or here- 
after amended. 


CREDITING OF PERIOD OF DISABILITY 
RETIREMENT 

Sec, 412. If, as a result of a periodic physi- 
cal examination, a member of the uniformed 
services retired for physical disability is 
found to be physically fit to perform the 
duties of his office, grade, or rating, the pe- 
riod of such retirement shall be credited, for 
purposes of any other retirement authorized 
by this title, as a continuous period of active 
duty and as years of active Federal service, 
but shall not be credited as years of active 
Federal service in the computation of retire- 
ment pay. 


RETIREMENT PAY FORMULA 

Sec. 413, Monthly retirement pay shall be 
2% per centum multiplied by a number equal 
to the number of years and any fraction 
thereof of active Federal service to which 
such member is entitled under the provisions 
of section 415 of this title multiplied by an 
amount equal to the monthly basic pay of the 
highest Federally recognized rank or grade, 
temporary or permanent satisfactorily held 
by such member for at least six months of 
active Federal service during his entire serv- 
ice and which such member would be entitled 
to receive at the time of his retirement if 
serving on active duty in such grade: Pro- 
vided, That, in no event, shall the retirement 
pay exceed 75 per centum of the basic pay 
used in the computation thereof: Provided 
further, That a member of the uniformed 
services holding a warrant office grade or 
rank at the time of retirement, who, previous 
to that time, at his own request had vacated 
a commissioned officer grade or rank, or who, 
while holding or having held a commissioned 
officer grade or rank in any of the reserve 
components of the uniformed services and 
while serving or having served on active duty 
in such officer grade or rank had requested 
his relief from such active duty, shall, pur- 
suant to the provisions of this section, have 
his service retirement pay computed upon the 
basic pay of the highest Federally recognized 
warrant officer grade or rank satisfactorily 
held for at least six months of active Federal 
service during his entire period of service: 
And provided further, That a member of the 
uniformed services holding an enlisted rank 
or grade at the time of retirement, who pre- 
vious to that time, at his own request had 
vacated an officer grade or rank, or who, 
while holding or having held an officer grade 
or rank in any of the reserve components of 
the uniformed services and while serving or 
having served on active duty in such officer 
rank or grade had requested his relief from 
such active duty, shall, pursuant to the pro- 
visions of this section, have his retirement 
pay computed upon the basic pay of the 
highest Federally recognized enlisted grade 
or rank satisfactorily held for at least six 





months of active Federal service during his 
entire period of service. 
SEVERANCE PAY FORMULA 

Sec, 414. Severance pay shall be computed 
as follows: When the active Federal service, 
as provided in section 415 of this title, of the 
member of the uniformed services concerned 
is from zero to 4 years, inclusive, severance 
pay shall be one-half month’s basic pay for 
each year of such service; when the active 
Federal service of the member concerned is 
from 5 to 9 years, inclusive, severance pay 
shall be 2% months’ basic pay plus one 
month’s basic pay for each year of such serv- 
ice over 5 years; when -the active Federal 
service of the member concerned is 10 or more 
years, severance pay shall be 74% months’ 
basic pay plus 1%4 months’ basic pay for each 
year of such service over 10 years: Provided, 
That in no case shall severance pay exceed 
two years’ basic pay: Provided further, That 
for the purposes of this computation frac- 
tions of one-half year or more of active Fed- 
eral service shall be counted as a whole year: 
Provided further, That the basic pay to be 
used in the computation of severance pay 
shall be that of the highest Federally recog- 
nized rank or grade, temporary or permanent, 
satisfactorily held by such member for at 
least six months of active Federal service 
during his entire service and which such 
member would be entitled to receive at the 
time of his separation if serving on active 
duty in such grade: And provided further, 
That the foregoing proviso relating to basic 
pay shall be subject to the limitations re- 
lating to members of the uniformed services 
holding a warrant officer or enlisted grade 
or rank at the time of retirement as pro- 
vided in the retirement pay formula, except 
that for purposes of the severance pay for- 
mula the limitation shall apply as of the time 
of separation. 


ACTIVE FEDERAL SERVICE 

Sec, 415. (a) Except as provided in subsec- 
tion (b) of this section, in computing the 
number of years of active Federal service to 
be counted by a member of the uniformed 
services for the purpose of construing this 
title and Title V of this Act, such member 
shall, subject to the provisions of subsection 
(d) of this section, be credited with: 

(1) the number of days of service per- 
formed while on the active list or on active 
duty as a member of the uniformed services, 
or service performed as a deck officer or 
junior engineer in the Coast and Geodetic 
Survey; or 

(2) the number of days which shall con- 
sist of the sum of the following: (A) all days 
of service performed as a member of the 
uniformed services while on the active list or 
on active duty or while participating in full- 
time training or other full-time duty (pro- 
vided for or authorized in the National De- 
fense Act, as amended, or in the Naval Re- 
serve Act of 1938, as amended, or in other 
provisions of law, including participation in 
exercises or performance of the duties pro- 
vided for by sections 94, 97, and 99 of the 
National Defense Act, as amended), plus (B) 
fifty days for each year of Federal service, 
other than service set forth in (A) above, as 
a member of a reserve component prior to 
29 June 1948, plus (C) one day for each drill 
or period of equivalent instruction, such 
drills and periods of equivalent instruction 
to be restricted to those prescribed and au- 
thorized by the Secretary concerned for the 
year concerned, and to conform to the require- 
ments prescribed by other provisions of law, 
performed as a member of a reserve com- 
ponent on or subsequent to 29 June 1948, plus 
(D) fifteen days for membership in a reserve 
component for each year of Federal service 
other than service set forth in (A) above, on 
or subsequent to 29 June 1948: Provided, that 
no more than sixty days shall be credited 
under (C) and (D) above in any one year: 
Provided further, That, for purposes of this 
subsection, the term “reserve component” 
shall, in addition to all reserve components 
of the uniformed services, include such other 
organizations as are set forth in section 306 
(c) of the Act of 29 June 1948 (ch. 708, 62 Stat. 
1081). 

(b) Subject to the provisions of subsection 
(d) of this section, any commissioned officer 
who has been appointed in a regular com- 
ponent of the uniformed services prior to the 
date of enactment of this Act and is on the 
active list of any regular component of the 
uniformed services on the date of enactment 
of this Act shall, for the purpose of com- 
puting the number of years of active Federal 
service to be credited to him for eligibility 
for the benefits and computation of benefits 
under the involuntary and disability retire- 
ment and separation provisions of this title, 
be credited with such number of days as are 
determined to be the greatest number of days 
by one of the three following methods of 
computation: 

(1) the number of days of active Federal 
service as provided in subsection (a) of this 
section ; 

(2) the number of days by which his age 
at the time of such appointment exceeds 
twenty-five years, increased by the number 
of days of his active commissioned service 
in a regular component subsequent to such 
appointment; or 

(3) the number of days of active Federal 
service performed by him after attaining the 
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age of twenty-one years as a commissioned 
officer in the uniformed services from 7 De- 
cember 1941, to the date of such appointment, 
increased by the number of days of his active 
commissioned service in a regular component 
of the uniformed services subsequent to such 
appointment. 

(c) Subject to the provisions of subsection 
(d) of this section, in computing the number 
of years of active Federal service to be 
counted by an officer of the Public Health 
Service for purposes of construing this title 
and Title V of this Act, such officer shall be 
credited with the number of days of his active 
non-commissioned service with the Publie 
Health Service, in addition to all other days 
creditable under either subsection (a) or 
subsection (b) of this section, but no one 
day shall, for any reason, be counted more 
than once. 

(d) For purposes of subsections (a), (b), 
and (c) of this section, no member of the 
uniformed services shall be credited with 
more than 360 days of active Federal service 
in any one year, and the number of years 
of active Federal service and any fraction 
thereof shall be determined by dividing the 
total number of days of active Federal Ser- 
vice so credited by 360. 

(e) Notwithstanding any other provision 
of law, persons appointed as commissioned 
officers in a regular component of the uni- 
formed services on or subsequent to the date 
of enactment of this Act shall be credited 
with days of active Federal service only as 
provided in subsection (a) of this section. 


TAXATION OF SEVERANCE PAY 


Sec, 416. If not exempt from Federal taxa- 
tion by some other provision of law, sever- 
ance pay shall, for purposes of Federal taxa- 
tion pursuant to chapter 1 of the Internal 
Revenue Code, as amended, be deemed to have 
been received, beginning with the month fol- 
lowing the month in which such person was 
separated, on a prorated basis over a number 
of months which is equal to the number of 
months of basic pay received by such persop 
as severance pay. 

GRADE OR RANK IN WHICH RETIRED 


Sec. 417. A member of the uniformed ser- 
vices who is retired pursuant to this title 
shall be retired in the rank or grade uporm 
which his retirement pay is based or in such 
higher rank or grade as may be authorized 
by law. 

CESSATION OF BENEFITS UPON 
SEPARATION 


Sec. 418. Any person who has been sep- 
arated from any of the uniformed services 
and paid severance pay pursuant to this title 
shall not thereafter, unless such person again 
becomes a member of the uniformed services, 
be entitled to receive from the service from 
which such person was separated any pay- 
ment for any monetary obligation provided 
under any provision of law administered by 
any uniformed service or for such uniformed 
service by any other uniformed service on 
account of or arising out of such person’s 
service on or prior to such separation: Pro- 
vided, That such separation shall not op- 
erate to bar the beneficiaries of such person 
from the applicable provisions of Title V of 
this Act: Provided further, That such sepa- 
ration shall not operate to bar the person 
concerned from receiving, or the service con- 
cerned from paying, any monies due and pay- 
able on the date of separation, or any monies 
that may become due as a result of a valid 
claim processed against the Government 
pursuant to any provisions of law, 

REGULATIONS 

Sec. 419. The Secretary concerned shall pre- 
scribe regulations for the administration of 
this title within his department or agency, 
including regulations which shall provide 
that no member of the uniformed services 
shall be separated or retired for physical dis- 
ability without a full and fair hearing if he 
shall demand it. 

POWERS, DUTIES, AND FUNCTIONS 

Sec, 420. (a) All duties, powers, and func- 
tions incident to retirement and the computa- 
tion of service and disability retirement pay, 
separation and the computation and payment 
of severance pay, periodic physical examina- 
tions, and the termination of retirement pay 
shall be vested in the Secretary concerned. 

(b) Upon a determination made pursuant 
to this title that a member of the uniformed 
service is eligible to be retired and to receive 
service or disability retirement pay or that 
such retirement pay is to be terminated, the 
Secretary concerned, or such persons as he 
may designate, shall transmit to the Adminis- 
trator of Veterans’ Affairs a certificate stating. 
the date upon which the retirement pay of the 
member concerned is to commence, the amount 
of retirement pay which such member is enti- 
tled to receive, or the date upoa which retire- 
ment pay shall be terminated, as the case 
may be, and such other information as the Ad- 
ministrator of Veterans’ Affairs shaW deter- 
mine to be necessary to carry out properly his 
functions and duties pursuant to this section. 
All powers, duties, and functions incident to 
the amount certified shall be vested in the Ad- 
ministrator of Veterans’ Affairs. 
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TITLE V—DEATH BENEFIT 


NATIONAL SERVICE LIFE INSURANCE 
CLOSED TO FUTURE ENTRANTS 

Sec. 501. Hereafter, no National Service 
Life Insurance shall be granted to any per- 
son under the provisions of the National Ser- 
vice Life Insurance Act of 10, as amended, 
nor shall any Government life insurance or 
National Service Life Insurance, on which the 
United States is authorized by law to pay 
the premium, be issued or granted to any 
person under any provision of law: Provided, 
That the foregoing shall not be construed to 
prohibit the granting or issuing of National 
Service Life Insurance in cases in which ac- 
ceptable applications accompanied by proper 
and valid remittances or authorizations for 
the payment of premiums have, prior to the 
date of approval of this Act, been received 
by the Veterans’ Administration, or which 
have, prior to said date, been placed in the 
mails properly directed to the Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration, or been delivered to an author- 
ized representative of any of the uniformed 
services, or to prohibit the conversion or 
exchange of level premium term insurance 
to or for permanent plans of insurance as 
now authorized by law. Application for re- 
establishment of deferred policies shall be 
construed to be an application for granting 
of National Service Life Insurance for pur- 
poses of this section. 
PAYMENTS MADE BY ADMINISTRATOR 

OF VETERANS’ AFFAIRS 

Sec. 502. The death benefit payments 
authorized to be made under the provisions 
of this title shall be made by the Adminis- 
trator of Veterans’ Affairs under such regu- 
lations as he may prescribe, and all powers, 
duties and functions incident to such pay- 
ments shall be vested in the Administrator 
of Veterans’ Affairs, The appropriations for 
the Veterans’ Administration are hereby made 
available for expenditures necessary for the 
Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs to carry 
out the provisions of this title, and there is 
hereby authorized to be appropriated such 
additional amounts as may be necessary to 
accomplish that purpose. 


CONDITIONS OF PAYMENT—MAXIMUM 
AMOUNT AUTHORIZED 

Sec. 503. (a) When any member of the uni- 
formed services dies (1) while entitled to 
basic pay as provided in section 201 of this 
Act, (2) while acting under competent orders 
on inactive duty training, or (3) while re- 
ceiving disability retirement pay under the 
provisions of Title IV of this Act, his bene- 
ficiaries shall be eligible to receive a death 
benefit of not to exceed $10,000. Such benefit 
shall be paid pursuant to the provisions of 
section 505 of this title. 

(b) When any cadet, midshipman or avia- 
tion cadet of the uniformed services dies while 
in active service, his beneficiaries shall be 
eligible to receive a death benefit of not to 
exceed $10,000. Such benefit shall be paid 
pursuant to the provisions of section 505 of 
this title, 

(c) When any member of the regular com- 
ponents of the uniformed services, except 
any such member who, when retired, elected 
deferred service retirement pay with pay- 
ments to begin at age 60, who is receiving 
service retirement pay under the provisions 
of Title IV of this Act dies on or before a 
date which is one year from the date of his 
retirement, his beneficiaries shall be eligible 
to receive a death benefit of not to exceed 
the product obtained by multiplying $10,000 
by a fraction, the numerator of which is a 
number equal to the monthly service retire- 
ment pay the decedent was receiving at the 
time of death and the denominator of which 
is a number equal to the monthly basic pay 
the decedent would have received if serving 
on active duty at the time of death. Such 
benefit shall be paid pursuant to the provi- 
sions of section 505 of this title. 

(d) When any member of the regular com- 
ponents of the uniformed services, except any 
euch member who, when retired, elected de- 
ferred service retirement pay with payments 
to begin at age 60, who is receiving service 
retirement pay under the provisions of Title 
IV of this Act, dies subsequent to a date 
which is one year from the date of his re- 
tirement, his beneficiaries shall be eligible 
to receive a death benefit of not to exceed an 
amount equal to the annual service retire- 
ment pay the decedent was receiving at the 
time of death or the total death benefit such 
beneficiaries would have been eligible to re- 
ceive under subsection (c) of this section had 
the decedent died within the time limitation 
prescribed in the said subsection (c), which- 
ever amount is the lesser. Such benefit shall 
be paid pursuant to the provisions of section 
505 of this title. 

(e) When any former officer of the regular 
components of the uniformed services who 
was involuntarily separated from the services 
after the date of enactment of this Act be- 
cause of failure of selection or failure to 
qualify for promotion, or when any former 
member of the regular components of the 
uniformed services who was separated from 
the services after the date of enactment of 
‘this Act for physical disability with less than 
30 per centum disability, dies on or before 








date which is one year from the date of such 
separation, his beneficiaries shall be eligible 
to receive a total death benefit of not to ex 
ceed $10,000. Such benefit shall be paid pur- 
suant to the provisions of section 505 of this 
title. If any such former officer or fomner 
member with 25 or more years of active Fed- 
eral service computed as provided in section 
415 of this Act, who, though qualified to re- 
ceive services retirement pay, elected separa- 
tion from the services with severance pay, 
dies subsequent to a date which is one year 
from the date of such separation, his bene- 
ficiaries shall be eligible to receive a death 
benefit of not to exceed the amount of the 
annual service retirement pay the decedent 
would have received had he elected to re- 
ceive such pay or the product obtained by 
multiplying $10,000 by a fraction, the numera- 
tor of which is a number equal to the amount 
of the monthly service retirement pay the 
decedent would have received had he elected 
to receive such pay or the product obtained 
by multiplying $10,000 by a fraction, the 
numerator of which is a number equal to the 
amount of the monthly service retirement 
pay the decedent would have received had he 
elected to receive such pay and the denomina- 
tor of which is a number equal to the amount 
of the monthly basie pay the decedent would 
have received if serving on active duty at the 
time of death, whichever amount is the lesser. 
Such benefit shall be paid pursuant to the 
provisions of section 505 of this title, 
INFORMATION CERTIFIED BY 
SECRETARY CONCERNED 

Sec. 504. (a) When the members, former 
members, cadets, midshipmen or aviation 
cadets of the uniformed services mentioned 
in section 503 of this title die under the con- 
ditions prescribed in that section, the Secre- 
tary concerned, or such person as he may 
designate for the purpose, shall transmit to 
the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs a cer- 
tificeate setting forth the name of the 
decedent, the date of his death, the instruec- 
tions of the decedent, if any, as to the bene- 
ficiary or beneficiaries to whom the death 
benefit payments are to be made, and such 
other information as the Administrator of 
Veterans’ Affairs shall determine to be nec- 
essary for him to carry out properly his 
functions and duties under the provisions of 
this title. 

(b) The Secretary concerned shall prescribe 
regulations for the administration of this 
title in his department or agency. 

DETERMINATION OF STATUS OF 
BENEFICIARIES—METHOD OF 
PAYMENT 

Sec. 505. (a) The status of beneficiaries shall 
be determined by the Administrator of Vet- 
erans’ Affairs as of the date of death or the 
date of retirement or separation of the mem- 
ber, former member, cadet, midshipman, or 
aviation cadet concerned, whichever is the 
earlier, and shall not be subject to change 
thereafter, except as provided in subsection 
(b) of this section, and except for children 
of such decedent born of a marital relation- 
ship existing on the date of status of bene- 
ficiaries is determined. 

(b) So long as any of the decedent's bene- 
ficiaries exist, the death benefit authorized by 
Section 503 of this title shall be paid: Pro- 
vided, That upon death of any beneficiary, 
remarriage of the widow or widower, or at- 
tainment of the age of 18 of any child, the 
beneficiary concerned shall become ineligible 
for any further payment, 

(ec) The death benefit authorized by this 
title shall be payable in monthly installments 
equal to the monthly rate of pay, basic pay 
or retirement pay the decedent was receiving 
at the time of death or separation, as the 
case may be: Provided, That in the case of 
death under the conditions prescribed in 
parts (1) or (2) of subsection (a) of section 
503 of this title or in subsection -(b) of section 
503 of this title, if there is urgent financial 
need on the part of the beneficiary concerned 
the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs may, 
in his discretion, when application is made 
to him by the beneficiary concerned within 
one month following the death of the dece- 
dent, advance to such beneficiary, in a lump 
sum, an amount not to exceed six months’ 
pay c* the rate received by the decedent at 
the time of death: Provided further, That in 
no case shall any amount advanced pursuant 
to the foregoing proviso, plus any subsequent 
monthly payments, the total of which may 
be in excess of what would have been payable 
to the beneficiary concerned in monthly pay- 
ments alone, be the basis of a claim by the 
Government against the beneficiary con- 
cerned or the estate of such beneficiary, nor 
shall such total exceed the total amount that 
all beneficiaries of decedent would have been 
entitled to receive if such advance had not 
been made. 

(d) If there is more than one beneficiary 
eligible for the death benefit provided by this 
title, the beneficiary or beneficiaries to 
whom such payments are to be made may be 
specially designated in a manner prescribed 
by the Secretary concerned. If no such des- 
ignation has been made, or if such designa- 
tion has become inapplicable, the beneficiaries 
shall be paid the death benefit in the follow- 
ing order of precedence: First, to the widow 
or widower; second, if the decedent left no 
widow or widower, or if such beneficiaries 
have become ineligible for such payments, 
then to the child or to the children in equal 
parts; third, if the decedent left no widow, 








widower or children, or if such beneficiaries 
have become ineligible for such’ payments, 
then to the father and mother in equal parts, 
or to the surviving parent. 

EXEMPTION FROM TAXATION— 

SAFEGUARDS FOR BENEFICIARIES 

Sec. 506. The provisions of the Act of 12 
August 1935 (45 Stat. 607; 38 USC 450, 454a 
and 556a), as amended, and of Titles II and 
III of the Act of 29 June 1936 (49 Stat, 203 
38 USC 101-104, 131-133), as amended, insofar 
as such provisions are applicable, shall apply 
to the provisions of this title in the same 
manner as such provisions apply to any other 
benefit payable or paid by the Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration. 

TITLE VI—MISCELLANEOUS 
PROVISIONS 
TRAINING DUTY WITH OR WITHOUT 
jIPAY OF RESERVE AND NATIONAL 
GUARD PERSONNEL 

Sec, 601. (a) Under such regulations as the 
Secretary concerned may prescribe, and to 
the extent provided for by law and by ap- 
propriations, members of the National Guard 
of the United States, Organized Reserve 
Corps, Naval Reserve, Marine Corps Reserve, 
and the Reserve Corps of the Public Health 
Service, shall receive compensation at the rate 
of one-thirtieth of the basic pay authorized 
for such members of the uniformed services 
when entitled to basie pay, for each regular 
period of instruction, or period of appropriate 
duty. at which they shall have been engaged 
for not less than two hours, including those 
performed on Sundays and holidays, or for 
the performance of such other equivalent 
training, instruction, or duty or appropriate 
duties as may be prescribed by the Secretary 
concerned: Provided, That for each of the 
several classes of organizations prescribed 
for the National Guard of the United States, 
the Organized Reserve Corps, Naval Reserve, 
Marine Corps Reserve, and the Reserve Corps 
of the Public Health Service, the rules appli- 
eable to each of which services and classes 
within services may differ, the Secretary con- 
cerned: 

(1) shall prescribe minimum standards 
which must be met before an assembly for 
drill or other equivalent period of training, 
instruction, or duty or appropriate duties 
may be credited for pay purposes, which 
minimum standards may require the presence 
for duty of officers and enlisted personnel 
equal to or in excess of a minimum number 
or percentage of unit strength for a specified 
period of time with participation in a pre- 
scribed character of training; 

(2) shall prescribe the maximum number 
of assemblies, or periods of other equivalent 
training, instruction, or duty or appropriate 
duties, which may be counted for pay pur- 
poses in each fiscal year; 

(3) shall prescribe the maximum number 
of assemblies, or periods of other equivalent 
training, instruction, or duty or appropriate 
duties which can be counted for pay purposes 
in lesser periods of time; and 

(4) shall prescribe the minimum number of 
assemblies or periods of other equivalent 
training, instruction, or duty or appropriate 
duties, which must be completed in stated 
periods of time before the personnel of or- 
ganizations or units can qualify for pay, 

(b) Members of the National Guard of the 
United States, Organized Reserve Corps, 
Naval Reserve, Marine Corps Reserve, and the 
Reserve Corps of the Public Health Service, 
may be given additional training or other 
duty as provided for by law, without pay, as 
may be authorized by the Secretary con- 
cerned, with their consent, and when such 
authorized training or other duty without pay 
is performed they may, in the discretion of 
the Secretary concerned, be furnished with 
transportation to and from such duty, with 
subsistence en route, and, during the per- 
formance of such duty, be furnished with sub- 
sistence and quarters in kind or commutation 
thereof at a rate to be fixed from time to time 
by the Secretary concerned. 

(c) In addition to pay provided in sub- 
section (a) of this section, officers of the Na- 
tional Guard of the United States, Organized 
Reserve Corps, Naval Reserve, Marine Corps 
Reserve and the Reserve Corps of the Public 
Health Service, commanding organizations 
having administrative functions connected 
therewith shall, whether or not such officers 
belong to such organizations, receive not more 
than $240 a year for the faithful performance 
of such administrative functions under such 
regulations as the Secretary concerned may 
prescribe; and for the purpose of determin- 
ing how much shall be paid to such officers so 
performing such functions, the Secretary con- 
cerned may, from time to time, divide them 
into classes and fix the amount payable to the 
officers in each class; Provided, That such 
amounts provided in this section shall not 
affect payments made under section 304 of this 
Act. 

(d) Under such regulations as the Presi- 
dent may prescribe and to the extent pro- 
vided for by appropriations, members of the 
National Guard of the United States, Organ- 
ized Reserve Corps, Naval Reserve, Marine 
Corps Reserve, and the Reserve Corps of the 
Public Health Service entitled to compensa- 
tion pursuant to subsection (a) shall, when 
required by competent orders to perform any 
hazardous duty prescribed by or pursuant to 
section 204 of this Act for members of the 
uniformed services entitled to basic pay and 











when in consequence of such orders they do 
perform any hazardous duty so prescribed, 
receive an increase in compensation equal to 
one-thirtieth of the monthly special pay au- 
thorized by section 204 of this Act for the per- 
formance of such hazardous duty by members 
of the uniformed services of corresponding 
grades entitled to basic pay, such increase 
to be paid to such members, as long as they 
are qualified to receive such increase, for 
each regular period of instruction, or period 
of appropriate duty, at which they shall have 
been engaged for not less than two hours, 
including those performed on Sundays and 
holidays, or for the performance of such other 
equivalent training, instruction, or duty or 
appropriate duties as may be prescribed by 
the Secretary concerned pursuant to subsee. 
tion (a). 

(e) The provisions of subsections (a), (b), 
(c) and (d) of this section shall not apply 
when such members are entitled to receive 
basic pay as provided for in Title II of this 
Act. 

(f) (1) Section 4 of the Act of 25 March 
1948, Public Law 460, 80th Congress (62 Stat. 
87) is hereby amended by striking out the 
words “subsection (c), section 14, Pay Re- 
adjustment Act of 1942, as amended” ap- 
pearing in the third proviso thereof and in- 
serting in lieu thereof the words “subsection 
(a) of section 601 of the Career Compensation 
Act of 1949.” 

(2) Sections 4 and 5 of the Act of 25 March 
1948, Public Law 460, SOth Congress (62 Stat. 
87) are hereby amended by striking out the 
words “section 14 of the Pay Readjustment 
Act of 1942, as amended,” wherever appearing 
therein and inserting in lieu thereof the words 
“section 601 of the Career Compensation Act 
of 1949.” 

(3) Section 601 of this Act and Public Law 
460, 80th Congress (62 Stat. 87), as amended 
and changed by this Act, shall be applicable 
to the Department of the Air Force: Pro- 
vided, That all references in section 601 of 
this Act and Public Law 460, 80th Congress, 
as amended and changed by this Act, to the

Sec, 602, Commissioned officers and former 
commissioned officers, regular or reserve, of 
the Coast and Geodetic Survey or of-the Pub- 
lic Health Service, who hereafter serve on 
active duty or who have served on active duty 
subsequent to 7 December 1941, and their 
survivors shall be entitled to the same pen- 
sions, compensations, payments, hospitaliza- 
tion, medical care, or other benefits to which 
officers of the Army and their survivors may 
be entitléd under all laws or parts of laws 
now existing or hereafter enacted which are 
administered by the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion: Provided, That such entitlement of such 
commissioned officers and former commis- 
sioned officers, and their survivors, shall be 
subject to the same conditions, requirements, 
and limitations as are provided in such laws 
or parts of laws and as are applicable to ofli- 
cers of the Army and their survivors. 
CONSTRUCTION OF TERMS “BASE PAY"

Sec, 603, Whenever the terms “base pay,” 
or “base and longevity pay,’’ are used in any 
provision of law not specifically or impliedly 
repealed by this Act, such terms shall be con- 
strued to mean “basic pay” as provided in 
section 201 of this Act: Provided, That if such 
terms are used in any provision of law spe- 
cifically or impliedly repealed by this Act, but

the purpose.

Sec. 605. Contract surgeons who are serv 
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Service Pay Bill Text 
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ing full time with any of the uniformed 
services ehall be paid the minimum basie pay, 
the basic allowances, and gnch other allow- 
ances as are authorized by this Act to be 
paid to commissioned officers in pay grade 
0-7. Contract surgeons who are serving part 
time with any of the uniformed services shall 
be entitled to receive the allowances for travel 
and traneportation prescribed pursuant to 
this Act under the same conditéons and in the 
same amount as are applicable to commis- 

sioned officers. 

MIDSHIPMEN OF NAVAL RBESERVE— 
ALLOWANCE FOR QUARTERS AND 
SUBSISTENCE 

Sec. 606. Midshipmen of the Naval Reserve 
when not furnished quarters in kind shall be 
paid the same allowance for quarters as is 
payable to enlisted persons in pay grade E-1 
without dependents, and when not furnished 
rations in kind shall be paid the same allow- 
ance for subsistence as is payable to aviation 
cadets. 

ENLISTED PERSONS—CLOTHING 
ALLOWANCE 

Sec, 607. The President may prescribe the 
quantity and kind of clothing which shall be 
furnished annually to enlisted persons of the 
Army, the Navy, the Air Force, the Marine 
Corps, the Coast Guard, the Naval Reserve, 
the Marine Corps Reserve, and the Coast 
Guard Reserve, and he may prescribe the 
amount of a cash allowance to be paid to such 
enlisted persons in any case in which cloth- 
ing is not so furnished to them.

Sec, 608, Officers, midshipmen, and cadets 
of the Navy, the Marine Corps, and the Coast 
Guard when absent from a vessel or desig- 
nated post of duty while assigned to shore 
patrol duty may be paid their actual expenses.

Sec, 609, Applicants for enlistment (includ- 
ing rejected applicants) in any of the uni- 
formed services may be furnished or reim- 
bursed for transportation and subsistence 
incident to recruitment of such personnel. In- 
gane patients may, subsequent to their dis- 
charge or release from any of the uniformed 
#ervices, be furnished transportation and sub- 
sistence from Government hospitals to other 
hospitals or their homes. 


RAY AND ALLOWANCES—ENLISTED MEN

Sec. 610. (a) The pay and allowances of 
whatever nature and kind to be authorized 
for the enlisted men of the Philippine Scouts 
shall be fixed by the Secretary of the Army 
and shall not exceed or be of other classes 
than those now or which may hereafter be 
authorized by law for enlisted men of the 
Regular Army.

Col. Raymond W. Hardenbergh, USA- 
Ret., a member on the staff of General of 
the Armies John J. Pershing during World 
War I, died 3 Feb. at San Francisco. He 
was 72 years of age. 

Colonel Hardenbergh was a veteran of the 
Spanish-American and both World Wars, hav- 
ing served in World War II as chief of eco- 
nomic warfare for the New York and Eu- 
ropean area. 

He is survived by his widow, Mrs. Helen 
John Hardenbergh; a son, Raymond, jr., and 
two daughters, Mrs. W. A. Butkus of Presidio, 
Calif., and Mrs. J. F, R. Seitz of Governors 
Island, N. Y.

Col. William Dalton Hohenthal 

Col. William Dalton Hohenthal, USN, 
died at Letterman General Hospital, 
Presidio of San Francisco, 8 Feb. 

Born at Lone Tree Ranch, Benton, Calif., 
17 June 1896, he entered the Army as a Second 
Lieutenant, Coast Artillery Corps, Regular 
Army, 26 Oct. 1917, and served with the Coast 
Artillery in the United States, Hawaii, and 
the Philippines. 

From 1934 to 1938, he was a member of the 
Brazil Military Mission. In 1939, he was sent 
to Berlin as Assistant Military Attache. The 
accuracy and clarity of his reports during the 
critical period before the United States en- 
tered the war were of inestimable value to 
the War Department. 

Upon our entry in the war against Germany, 
Colonel] Hohenthal was interned. His subse- 
quent illness and death reportedly are trace- 
able to the hardship and under-nourishment 
of the German prison camps. Upon his release, 
Colonel Hohenthal was assigned to Portugal 
and Spain as United States Military Attache. 
He rapidly won the respect of Spanish Army 
officers and high-level officials, He correctly 
assessed the Spanish attitude toward our 
North African landing and provided accurate 
and valuable intelligence for this, our first 
venture in World War II. 

Upon his return to the United States in De- 
cember, 1943, he became Chief, Intelligence 
Section, Political Division of the European 
Theater of Operations, War Department. 
While on duty with G-2, he was given a major 
role in its re-organization to provide a more 
effective war time service. 

In March, 1946, Colonel Hohenthal was 
stricken with carcinoma, From this time until 
his death, he made an amazingly courageous 
fight against this agonizing disease. In Au- 
gust, 1948, he was flown to Letterman General 
Hospital, Presidio of San Francisco, Cali- 
fornia, where he died. 

Colonel Hohenthal, was an accomplished 
linguist in German, Portuguese, Spanish and 
French. His was a scientific and inquisitive 
mind. He was an astronomer of ability and 
a Master Seaman, licensed to sail on all the 
seas. He was graduated from the University 
of California with an A.B. Degree, 1918, He 
was also graduated from the Coast Artillery 
School, the Chemical Warfare School, and the 
Command and General Staff School. 

He leaves a widow, Velma, and two sons, 
William D., jr. and Allen, a sister and a 
brother, Theodore J. Hohenthal of the Foreign 
Service, State Department.

The sharp break in commodity prices, 
together with reports of rapidly increas- 
ing unemployment, has occasioned con- 
siderable concern in financial circles over 
the possibility that these occurrences may 
herald the beginning of a recession. On 
Tuesday the grain, livestock, butter and 
egg and cotton markets collapsed. How- 
ever, Government agencies on Wednesday 
made heavy purchases to meet current 
commitments and this tended to arrest 
the downward trend. 

The drop in commodity prices was due 
to a number of factors, not the least of 
which were the heavy stocks on hand, and 
the lessening of foreign demand because 
of increased harvests and favorable crop 
prospects abroad. There is also a sus- 
picion that speculation in futures may 
have had an important influence on the 


| decline. Administrative and Congressional 


investigations into the situation are under 
way. 

One effect of the market break has been 
a definite indication on the part of some 
Congressional leaderg that action on the 
President’s program of increase in taxes 
on corporate earnings will be deferred un- 
til the situation is clarified. 

Government economists do not feel that 
there is any danger of an immediate re- 
cession, as basie factors for continued 
prosperity are sound. However, they look 
for some readjustment, due to the fact 
that further expansion in production in 
many lines is no longer necessary to meet 
accumulated demand.

Encouraging progress was noted by the 
Maritime Commission in its annual re 
port to Congress covering the fiscal year 
ended 30 June 1948, with respect to 
strengthening the position of the Amer- 
ican Merchant Marine under post-war 
conditions. 

With few exceptions, the report which 
was presented to Congress last week, 
states that American shipowners are in 
better financial condition to undertake a 
reasonable amount of new construction 
than at any time in the recent past, and 
that the aggregate net worth of the sub- 
sidized operators is more than six times 
what it was in 1937. 

“Experience in the past has shown, how- 
ever, the need of an active and efficient 
Merchant Marine for purposes of national 
trade and defense, and the danger of per- 
mitting our fleet to become weakened 
through neglect after a period of inten- 
sive emergency building. Planning must 
be long-range and public support unwav- 
ering if the Merchant Marine is to be an 
effective instrument of national policy,” 
the report declares. 

At the same time, the USMC planned 
to go ahead with a $54,000,000 long-range 
project to use surplus Navy drydocks for 
maintenance work on about 2 300 Govern- 
ment-owned cargo vessels now in the re- 
serve fleet, it was reported. The Commis- 
sion made public a survey which estimates 
costs for drydocking the vessels in private 
yards at $102.124,941 while use of Navy 
facilities would run to approximately 
$54.195,987. 

Once the USMC has definitely deter- 
mined the condition of the vessels and the 
amount of work to be done on them, con- 
tracts for the actual repairs would be 
left to private firms. It is estimated that 
more than $100,000 would be needed on 
repairs for each ship.

section are amended as follows: 

“(a) Commissioned officers of the Regular 
and Reserve Corps shall receive such pay and 
allowances as are now or may hereafter be 
authorized: by law.” 

“(e) Whenever any non-commissioned offi- 
cer or other employee of the Service assigned 
for duty which the Surgeon General finds re- 
quires intimate contract with persons afflicted 
with leprosy, he may receive, as provided by 
regulations of the President, in addition to 
any pay or compensation to which he may 
otherwise be entitled, not more than one- 
half of such pay or compensation.” 

(c) Subsections (g) and (i) of section 210 
are amended as follows: 

“(g) If, for reasons other than physical dis- 
ability, an officer of the Regular Corps in the 
junior assistant grade is found, pursuant to 
subsection (c) of this section, not to be quali- 
fied for promotion, he shall be separated from 
the Service. If, for reasons of physical dis- 
ability, an officer of the Regular Corps in the 
assistant, senior assistant, or full grade, after 
having been twice examined for promotion 
(other than promotion to a restricted grade), 
fails to be promoted— 

(1) if in the assistant or senior assistant 
grade he shall be either retired or separated 
from the Service depending upon his eligi- 
bility for retirement or separation under 
other provisions of law and be paid for such 
retirement pay or such severance pay to which 
he may be entitled under such other pro- 
visions of law; 

(2) if in the full grade, he shall be consid- 
ered as not in line for promotion and shall, 
at such time thereafter as the Surgeon Gen- 
eral may determine, be either retired or sepa- 
rated from the Service depending upon his 
eligibility for retirement or separation under 
other provisions of law and be paid such re- 
tirement pay or such severance pay to which 
he may be entitled under such other pro- 
visions of law.” 

“(i) At the end of his first three years of 
service, the record of each officer of the Regu- 
lar Corps originally appointed to the senior 
assistant grade or above, shall be reviewed 
in accordance with regulations of the Presi- 
dent and, if found not qualified for further 
service, he shall be either retired or separated 
from the Service depending upon his eligi- 
bility for retirement or separation under other 
provisions of law and be paid such retirement 
pay or such severance pay to which he may 
be entitled under such other provisions of 
law.” 

(d) Section 211 is amended as follows: 

“Sec, 211. (a) A commissioned officer shall, 
on the first day of the month following the 
month in which he attains the age of 64 years, 
be either retired or separated from the Serv- 
ice depending upon his eligibility for retire- 
ment or separation under other provisions of 
law and be paid such retirement pay or such

Comptroller Panel Meets 


Further progress toward strengthening 
and broadening the comptroller program 
in the Army was marked this week by 
a two-day meeting in the Pentagon of 
the Advisory Panel to the Army Comp- 
troller, Maj. Gen. Edmond H. Leavey. 

Assistant Secretary of the Army 
Gordon Gray welcomed the members of 
the newly created panel to Washington 
and expressed his strong personal inter- 
est in the area of improved business man- 
agement of the Army. 

The Advisory Panel is composed of 
twenty-one leading authorities from civil 
life in the fields of public accounting, 
management engineering, and industrial 
accounting and control. 


All members of the panel are active. 


in civilian pursuits, and the voluntary 
assumption of additional duties with 
consequent expenditure of time, talent, 
and effort reflects an unselfish devotion 
to the public interest in general and to 





the effectiveness of national security in 
particular, 

The meeting of the full membership 
of the Advisory Panel was held at the 
invitation of General Leavey for the pur- 
pose of general orientation on the role 
of the Army Comptroller, the organiza- 
tion and functions of his office, and the 
major problems currently confronting 
him. 

A comprehensive survey of the Comp- 
troller’s Office down to the division level 
was given by General Leavey. Following 
this, detailed analyses were presented by 
the heads of the five staff divisions of 
the Army Comptroller’s Office. Principal 
speakers in addition to the Army Comp- 
troller were: Maj. Gen. William H. 
Arnold, Chief of the Budget Division ; 
Maj. Gen. Eugene M. Foster, Chief of 
Finance ; Col. William P. Campbell, Chief 
of the Army Audit Agency; Col. Kil- 
bourne Johnston, Chief of the Manage- 
ment Division: and Lt. Col. Melvin C. 
Brown, Chief of the Statistical Division. 

Major problems discussed at the con- 
ference included the improvement of cost 
analysis and cost accounting systems in 
the Army; revision of the appropriation 
structure to achieve simpler and more 
effective budgetary procedures; and in- 
tegration of a balanced program for the 
Army by devising procedures for relating 
missions and plans to operational tasks, 
workloads, and specific objectives in 
terms of men, materials, and money. 

The meeting closed with a general 
round-table discussion of comptroller 
functions and activities. Working sub- 
committees of the panel were set up in 
the fields of: budget; cost and property 
accounting ; audit ; organization and man- 
agement; reporting; and education.

Select Army Generals 

The Army generals’ selection board, un- 
der presidency of Lt. Gen. Alvan C. 
Gillem, jr., this week completed its monu- 
mental task of reviewing records of more 
than 2,000 officers eligible for advance- 
ment to brigadier general and major gen- 
eral during 1949. 

It is understood that the board chose 
20 or 21 officers for promotion. Names 
of those selected were not released, how- 
ever, pending receipt of the recommenda- 
tions by the White House. 

Six general officers, with a combined 
military service of 228 years, comprised 
the board convened about one month ago 
to screen records of officers for promo- 
tion to “star rank.” 

The Army said that only one per cent 
of the officers considered could be pro- 
moted to vacancies which will occur dur- 
ing 1949. 

The second general officer Selection 
Board to sit since V-J Day, it continued 
the pattern followed by the Army in 
peacetime in the careful choice of senior 
officers for selection and promotion to 
general officer rank. 

Indicative of the difficulty of the selec- 
tion assignment which has faced the 
Board is the fact that 290 of the colonels 
under consideration for recommended pro- 
motion served during World War II as 
brigadier generals. Their subsequent re- 
duction was without prejudice and in 
conformance with legislative limitations 





on officer grades. 

General Gillem, Commanding General 
of the Third Army, pointed out that to 
insure fullest consideration on the fair- 
est possible basis for every eligible offi- 
cer, the six general officers chosen to serve 
on the Selection Board represent every 
wartime theater of cperations to which 
the Army was deployed. 

“Thus,” he said, “every officer eligible 
for consideration can be certain that the 
manner in which he met problems peculiar 
to the theater in which he served has 
been given thorough attention by a gen- 
eral officer also conversant with those 
difficulties.” 

It was further emphasized that eligible 
officers of both the Regular Army and 
the civilian components have received 
equal and impartial consideration. 

“Within the framework of eligibility 
established by the Department of the 
Army, the Selection Board has based its 
recommendations solely on merit,” Gen- 
eral Gillem said. 

However, he pointed out, the extreme 
selectivity dictated by the very small 
percentage of officers who can be rec- 
ommended for promotion at this time 
makes it impossible for every able senior 
officer to be rewarded by advancement. 
“No officer who is eligible but not recom- 
mended by the Board should feel that he 
has been passed over,” the Selection 
Board head said. “But, because of the 
small number of vacancies that will nor- 
mally occur in the grades of brigadier 
and major general during this year, only 
a relatively few officers can be promoted 
in recognition of the jobs they have done 
and are doing.” 

General Gillem stressed the fact that 
selections were made purely on the 
strength of records achieved by the offi- 
cers under consideration, and that no 
authority other than the Board has the 
power to supplement the list submitted 
by it to the Chief of Staff. Also, in every 
instance in which testimony was heard 
in connection with the record studies, 
testimony was exclusively that which the 
Board members invited.
